Clinton Conies to Town, 
Meets with Supporters - 
and Some Resistance

Although reporters from a 
local straight newspaper were 
granted an exclusive inter¬ 
view with President Clinton 
only on the condition that 
they not ask him about gays 
in the military, people who 
spoke with him during his 
brief San Francisco visit on 
Monday brought the subject 
of gay rights — and the ban — 
up with Clinton. 

And, according to two men 
— one gay and one heterosex¬ 
ual — who spoke with him, 
Clinton is clearly feeling the 
heat from all sides of the is¬ 
sue as the July 15 deadline 
nears. 

Scott Shafer, chief of staff 
for State Controller Gray 
Davis, is no casual political 
observer. Shafer, one-time 
press secretary to former San 
Francisco Mayor Art Agnos, 
knows firsthand the ins and 


outs of glad-handing and plas¬ 
tic politicians, and in an era 
where political cynicism 
reigns supreme, Shafer came 
away from his brief moments 
with Clinton clearly im¬ 
pressed. 

Shafer told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he knew he 
would have only a brief time 
to speak with Clinton in a re¬ 
ceiving line with about 50 
others, following Clinton’s ad¬ 
dress to the National Educa¬ 
tion Association at Moscone 
Center, so he’d carefully 
thought about what he want¬ 
ed to say to Clinton before¬ 
hand. 

“I want to thank you for your 
support of gay rights. I know 
how tough it is,” Shafer said he 
told Clinton. 

Clinton looked at him and 
gave out a sigh, as if to accen¬ 
tuate just how intense the flak 
has been. 



“I told him to please keep 
telling the truth about us,” 
Shafer said. 

Clinton referred to the mil¬ 
itary ban and told Shafer that 
his opponents in Congress 
“would write it in a way I 
can’t veto it.” 

The president, Shafer said, 
was referring to opponents in 


Congress who would write 
legislation codifying the ban 
on gays in the military and at¬ 
tach it to something Clinton 
has to sign — such as a crucial 
spending bill. 

“I placed my hand on his 
arm and said ‘Do what’s in 
your heart,” Shafer told the 
B.A.R. 


“But, I want to win,” Clin¬ 
ton told Shafer. 

“He does not want to go 
down in a blaze of glorious 
defeat, and I think he realizes 
that when all is said and 
done, we have to do more 
than just change the color on 
the closet door in the mili-

Migden: Hold the Water, 
Just Bring the Gay Rights

City employees will give 
have to settle for good old 
Hetch-Hetchy reservoir water 
from the tap or chip in on 
their own to buy bottled wa¬ 
ter, if Supervisor Carole 
Migden has any say in the 
matter. 

The city’s cash well is 
about to run dry, according to 
Migden, chair of the Board of 
Supervisors Finance Commit¬ 
tee, and the $200,000 the city 
would save by eliminating 
weekly deliveries of bottled 
Alhambra water to various 
city departments could be 
better used to support the 
Lesbian and Gay unit of the 
Human Rights Commission, 
which is now facing the axe 
because of budget woes. 

Migden’s proposal will be 
heard before the Finance 
Committee this week. 

“We’re looking into the 
matter,” Migden told the Bay 
Area Reporter, adding that 
the work of the unit was es¬ 
sential to the Human Rights 
Commission and to human 
rights, and said that not 
restoring the cuts would have 
a “profoundly adverse im-

pact” on the enforcement and 
advocacy of lesbian and gay 
rights and anti-discrimination 
protections for people with 
HIV and AIDS.” 

According to Dana Van 
Gorder, Migden’s legislative 
aide, the Supervisor is also 
exploring an idea presented 
by a city worker, that the city 
should bottle Hetch water — 
which Van Gorder says is ex¬ 
cellent — and sell it on the 
commercial market along 
with designer labels as a way 
of generating revenue for the 
city. ▼ 
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Sacto Wants Forced HIV Testing

Whether undertaken in an 
anonymous or confidential 
setting, HIV testing is meant 
to be a personal decision, to 
be made by the concerned in¬ 
dividual only after informed, 
written consent. But all that 
may change radically if law¬ 
makers in Sacramento have 
their way. 

In 1992, some 300,000 HIV 
tests were conducted at vari¬ 
ous alternative test sites in 
California. Many Californians 
continue to opt for anony¬ 
mous HIV tests in light of the 
potential for discrimination in 
employment, health insur¬ 
ance, education, and housing 
faced by persons with HIV. 

Last month the California 
Senate approved a bill that, if 
passed by the Assembly and 
signed by Governor Wilson, 
will allow for non-consentual 
HIV testing of patients if a 
doctor, healthcare worker, or 
paramedic has experienced 
an occupational exposure. 
Senate Bill 1239 (previously 
filed as SB 627), authored by 
Republican Senator Newton 
Russell of Glendale, contrasts 
with recent regulations issued 
by the California Department 
of Health Services that specif¬ 
ically reject mandatory testing 
of healthcare workers and pa¬ 
tients, and instead calls for 
strict infection control proce¬ 
dures. 

According to the Bay Area 
HIV Advocate Network (BA- 
HAN), the bill is based on 
fears and misinformation, 
rather than on rational health 
policy. In a statement calling 
on individuals and groups to

fight non-consentual testing, 
BAHAN reiterated its posi¬ 
tion that “only voluntary 
anonymous or confidential 
testing will most effectively 
protect both the rights of per¬ 
sons with HIV and the state’s 
public health goals.” It also 
warned that if put into law, 
SB 1239 could lead to stricter 
mandatory HIV testing legis¬ 
lation in California. 

Patrick Ramos is a critical 
care nurse at the Stanford 
University Hospital. He says 
he sees “no reason for non- 
consentual testing of patients 
since health care profession¬ 
als, when exposed to occupa¬ 
tional risks like HIV, already 
have the option to get tested 
for infection.” He strongly be¬ 
lieves that a patient has the 
right to know about any test 
being administered, and the 
right to decide whether to 
take the test or not. Rather 
than mandating non-consentu¬ 
al HIV testing, which Ramos 
says is “a waste of money,” 
doctors, nurses, and other 
health professionals should be 
encouraged to consciously fol¬ 
low the strictest universal 
protocols to avoid any occupa¬ 
tional risks. 

At San Francisco General 
Hospital, recently ranked first 
among the nation’s AIDS 
medical centers for the third 
consecutive year, the employ¬ 
ees couldn’t agree more with 
Ramos. 

Kevin Langley, a regis¬ 
tered nurse who has been 
working for the last four 
years at Ward 5A, SFGH’s 
AIDS Ward, says he is op¬ 
posed to mandatory testing of 
patients because “it opens the

door for mandatory testing of 
healthcare workers, which we 
have always been opposed 
to.” Langley is a member of 
the Association of Nurses in 
AIDS, which has come out 
publicly against any form of 
mandatory HIV testing. An¬ 
other group, the California 
Nurses Association, is also 
strongly lobbying against the 
Russell bill. Nursing assistant 
Veon Rafanan told the B.A.R. 
that the proposed law “may 
be well-meaning, but it vio¬ 
lates the patient’s right to pri¬ 
vacy. It is not a crime to be 
HIV-positive.” 

Alan LoFaso of AIDS Pro¬ 
ject Los Angeles says there is 
still time to kill the proposed 
legislation in the Assembly 
Health Committee before it 
reaches the desk of Governor 
Pete Wilson. The bill could 
be taken up in the committee 
as early as next week. LoFaso 
urged concerned individuals 
to call their representatives in 
Sacramento to register their 
protests against the bill. ▼

Four acclaimed East Bay 
restaurants will hold a day¬ 
long benefit for The Center 
for AIDS Services in Oakland 
on July 22, and contribute a 
portion of each diner’s check 
to the six-year-old AIDS ser¬ 
vice agency. 

The event is a fundraiser 
to raise money to build a new 
kitchen at the Center, for its 
hot meal program for people 
with AIDS and HIV infection. 

Chez Panisse, Baywolf, 
Ristorante Venezia, the Din¬ 
ing Room at the Shattuck Ho¬ 
tel, and ZZA’s Trattoria are 
the participating restaurants 
and several vineyards — in¬ 
cluding the family-owned 
Chappellet Vineyard — have 
donated wine to the event. 

“East Bay Restaurants 
have been incredibly gener¬ 
ous with CAS since its incep¬ 
tion. These very restaurants 
have hosted our meetings and 
many of them have given us 


food every week for our hot 
meals. This benefit typifies 
the spirit of the East Bay: giv¬ 
ing back to the community,” 
said CAS executive Director 
Jerry De Jong. 

CAS, located at 5720 Shat¬ 
tuck Avenue in Oakland, ex¬ 
pects to provide an estimated 
11,000 hot meals and 13,000 
bags of groceries to people 
with AIDS throughout the 
East Bay this year. 

Founded in 1987, CAS of¬ 
fers free services to individu¬ 
als living with HIV, including 
an on-site weekday hot meal 
program, a food bank, coun¬ 
seling, social and practical 
support services, van trans¬ 
portation, and special services 
for women and children. 

“Most of our clients have 
incomes between $700 and 
$900 a month,” CAS staffer 
Bob Freitas told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “We serve 
about 800 clients.” 

Freitas said that no other 
East Bay AIDS service group 


offers the range of programs 
provided by CAS — most have 
faced budget cutbacks be¬ 
cause of the economy and 
shrinking charitable giving — 
and that the Center serves the 
needs of clients who “have no 
other place to go.” 

In addition to its other pro¬ 
grams including the weekday 
hot lunch program, the Cen¬ 
ter recently began a sustance 
abuse program,” Freitas said. 

CAS also houses Project 
Open’s Hands East Bay meal 
delivery program, and collab¬ 
orates with the AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel, the Berkeley 
Community Law Center, and 
Oakland’s Children’s Hospital 
in providing services to 
clients. 

The majority of CAS’s op¬ 
erating funds come from pri¬ 
vate donations and benefits.

Bof A to Lose 
$4 Billion in Deposits?

A resolution introduced 
earlier this year by Assembly- 
man John Burton (D-San 
Francisco) and Mickey Con¬ 
roy (R-Orange County) would 
divest all state funds — an es¬ 
timated $4 billion in deposits 
— from the Bank of America. 

HR 20, introduced in an 
amended version in May, 
blasts Bank Of America’s em¬ 
ployment practices, and is 
particularly critical that the 
bank reduced employees 
work hours to cut health ben¬ 
efits — while reaping $1.5 bil¬ 
lion in profits last year. 

The bank paid Chief Exec¬ 
utive Officer Richard Rosen¬ 
berg more than $1.5 million 
in salary last year, plus more 
than $12 million in stock op¬ 
tions, according to the resolu¬ 
tion, which was passed in 
May by the Assembly Rules 
Committee. Rosenberg’s wife, 
Barbara, is well known to 
B.A.R. readers as the only 
San Francisco Library Com¬ 
missioner to vote against al¬ 
lowing the rainbow flag to 
continue to fly over the Har¬ 
vey Milk Memorial Library 
on 16th Street. 

The resolution can be in¬ 
troduced for a third reading 
at Burton’s discretion; as a 
resolution, it has no force of 
law but simply expresses the 
sentiments of the California 
legislature and “memorial¬ 
izes” the State Treasurer to 
remove the funds. 

AFLCIO funds were pre¬ 
viously withdrawn from the 
bank over the reduced work 
hours — and several other 
unions have followed suit. 

The labor boycott is part 
of a growing coaliton of 
groups outraged with the 
Bank over its employment, 
and corporate giving practices 

Attempts by former San 
Francisco Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg to divest $6 mil¬ 
lion in city funds from the 
Bank over its continued sup¬ 


port of anti-gay Boy Scouts of 
America failed — but the San 
Francisco Board of Education 
later transferred $5 million in 
school district cafeteria ac¬ 
counts to another financial in¬ 
stitution because ofthe BSA 
issue. 

Ken McPherson, a 
spokesman for Forgotten 
Scouts, a national group of 
gay and bisexual men in¬ 
volved in Scouting, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that his 
group supported a boycott of 
the Bank and that LIFE Lob¬ 
by, a state wide lesbian and 
gay lobby representing more 


than 100 organizations, has 
gone on record supporting 
the boycott. 

Other groups participating 
in boycotts of the Bank in¬ 
clude the National Lawyers 
Guild, the California State 
Employees Association, the 
San Jose Newspaper Guild 
and the Alameda County 
Board of Supervisors, which 
withdrew $1 million from the 
bank to protest its labor prac¬ 
tices — and plans to transfer 
the county’s pension fund to 
another financial institution in 
the future. ▼ 
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What a relief!

Alleged Pickpocket 
Picks Wrong Victim

Convicted felon Dejenny 
Davis had more than a bad 
hair day when he tangled 
with a gay man in a local gay 
bar on June 24, just three days 
before San Francisco’s annual 
Lesbian and Gay Freedom 
Day Parade. 

That’s because the man 
Davis allegedly tried to pick¬ 
pocket turned out to be San 
Francisco Assistant District 
Attorney Chuck Haines, who 
heads the DA’s Hate Crimes 
Prosecution Unit, and one of 
the men who came to Haines’ 
aid and subdued Davis as he 
was trying to flee turned out 
to be Ron Huberman, a crim¬ 
inal investigator for the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office. 

Neither Haines nor Huber¬ 
man are able to comment on 
the case because it is going to 
trial, but a police report of the 
bizarre incident shows just 
what can happen when one 
steps on the wrong side of the 
law — especially when the 
law, as often happens here in 
Oz, turns out to be gay. 

“While in the Detour Bar 
at 2348 Market Street, Haines 
was approached by Davis and 
had his coat draped over his 
left forearm,” the police re¬ 
port states. 

The coat that Davis carried 
on the hottest day of the year, 
the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned from the report, was 
full length and tan. He was 
also wearing a grey pin stripe 
suit with a vest, a white shirt, 
and brown shoes. No other 
fashion notes were reported 
by the arresting officer. 

“Davis placed his left hand 
on Haines’s belt and put his 
right hand in Haines’s left 
pants pocket taking the money 
from his pocket,” the report 
continues. 

Although the arrest report 
does not explain Davis’s ges¬ 
ture to the reader, it is a com¬ 
mon modus operandi for 
pickpockets: to stumble into 
or jostle the intended victim 
as though the perpetrator is 
drunk, to create a diversion — 
and then rifle the pockets for 
cash. 

But Haines wasn’t buying. 

“Give me my money 
back,” he told Davis, who is 
currently in county jail await¬ 
ing a preliminary hearing on 
strong-arm robbery and pick 
pocket charges. 

Davis didn’t want to give 
Haines’s $60 back — after all, 
it was free — so he tried to get 
away out the Detour door. 

“Haines and Davis became 
involved in a shoving match 
in which they both wound up 
outside the bar on the street 
with Haines trying to recover 
the money,’’ .the report says. 

Enter Ron Huberman — on 
his way into the Detour to 
meet Haines for a drink. 

“Huberman, who was pass¬ 
ing by, saw Haines and Davis 
in the physical altercation on 
the street and attempted to 
help Haines, who[m] he knew 
from work,” according to the 
report. 

“Huberman stated that he 
used a ‘take-down technique’ 
on Davis that he’d just 
learned at the Police Acade¬ 
my,” Officer Grabowski noted 
in his report. 

Davis didn’t much care for 
Huberman’s technique, and 
when he started complaining 


that he was choking and 
couldn’t breathe, Huberman 
loosened the hold — at which 
point Davis tried to split. The 
two gay men kept Davis sub¬ 
dued, and Huberman (a 
sworn law enforcement offi¬ 
cer) told the suspect he was 
under arrest. 

When police arrived, 
Davis, who complained of 
neck pain, was transported by 
ambulance to Mission Emer¬ 
gency Hospital, and later to 
the Hall of Justice. Recently 
released from state prison on 
a previous conviction on sim¬ 
ilar charges, Davis now 
awaits a July 12 preliminary 
hearing on the new charges. 

Haines was treated for an 
abrasion and a possible sprain 
at Mission Emergency Hospi¬ 
tal and released. 

Haines’s $60 was recovered 
from under Davis’s left knee 
by the arresting officers. T

AIDS Czar Update: 

Gebbie Allegedly Ran Racist Department

AIDS czar Christine Geb¬ 
bie ran a department plagued 
by mistreatment of minorities 
when she was secretary of the 
Washington State Health De¬ 
partment, former employees 
say. 

And a newly revitalized 
ACT UP chapter in the na¬ 
tion’s capital says Gebbie’s 
position does not have the 
clout Bill Clinton promised 
when he was courting the gay 
vote last year. 

The Olympian, a newspa¬ 
per in Olympia, Washington, 
reported last week that sever¬ 
al people who worked with 
Gebbie in the Washington 
Health Department said mi¬ 
norities were treated unfairly 
under Gebbie’s leadership. 

No one accused Gebbie 
herself of racial discrimina¬ 
tion, but former and current 
Washington state government 
employees say the depart¬ 
ment kept minorities in low 
level positions. One black 
woman said she was paid less 
than a white counterpart. And 
the department allegedly dif¬ 
fered in granting maternity 
leaves based on race. 


Gebbie admitted in The 
Olympian that there were 
problems in her department 
and blames them on the 
merger of several agencies 
into one. She said the depart¬ 
ment was not perfect but did 
its best. 

Steve Michael of ACT 
UP/Washington, D.C. criti¬ 
cized Gebbie for the Washing¬ 
ton State Health Department 
problems but also said she 
isn’t qualified to be AIDS co¬ 
ordinator anyway. That view 
is shared by other AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, including Larry 
Kramer and Martin Delaney. 

“Not only is Gebbie an un¬ 
acceptable appointment,” 
Michael said, “Bill Clinton’s 
definition of the post is a be¬ 
trayal of his promise to the 
AIDS activists community. 
He promised a Cabinet-level 
special assistant to the presi¬ 
dent that would have the ears 
and the shoulders of the pres¬ 
ident on a daily basis.” 

Instead, Michael said, Geb¬ 
bie is positioned without easy 
access to the president and is 
not considered an equal to 
Cabinet members. 

Michael said there are 
demonstrations against Geb¬ 


bie’s appointment planned for 
July 13 in New York, Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., and Seattle. He 
hopes to see a more qualified 
person named to a position 
with the authority candidate 
Clinton promised an AIDS 
czar would have. 

Citing Clinton’s troubles 
appointing people to other 
posts, Michael said there is a 
chance a new AIDS coordina¬ 
tor could be named. 

“Everyone else is willing 
to fight for or against some¬ 
one they like or dislike except 
us,” he said. “This is our ap¬ 
pointment. If Bill Clinton 
gave a rat’s ass about AIDS 
he would have talked to peo¬ 
ple in ACT UP. He totally ig¬ 
nored us on this one.” 

Michael and Wayne Turn¬ 
er founded ACT UP Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. in May after 
ACT UP/D.C. folded due to 
declining membership and 
low funds. 

Michael said the new chap¬ 
ter has 15 members and has 
held several actions since 
forming, including zapping 
Pat Buchanan and Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Donna Shalala, and holding a 
press conference on Gebbie. ▼ 


Clinton Does What Bush 
Would Not: Revitalize the NIH

The National Institute of 
Health Revitalization Act, 
signed into law by President 
Clinton in June, will strength¬ 
en the nation’s AIDS research 
priorities and authorize a 
number of programs in the 
Women’s Health Equity Act, 
including the first federal 
recognition of Chronic Fa¬ 
tigue Immune Dysfunction 
Syndrome as a public heath 
concern. 

The legislation also pro¬ 
vides authorization for fund¬ 
ing of the NIH Office of 
AIDS Research and gives a 
mandate to the OAR to set 
policies and priorities for 
AIDS treatment throughout 
the 23 institutes within the 
NIH, according to Dr. Steve 
Morin, an aide to Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi. 

“There will be a much 
clearer setting of AIDS re¬ 
search priorities, which will 
not be set by 23 seperate insti¬ 
tutes, and that will greatly ac¬ 
celerate AIDS research,” 


Morin told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

The bill was vetoed every 
year for the last three years 
by President Bush because it 
also includes authorization for 
fetal tissue transplant re¬ 
search. 

The revitalization act also 
authorizes NIH programs for 
women beyond breast and 
cervical cancer, including pro¬ 
grams addressing osteoporo¬ 
sis, gynecological problems, 
and other women’s health is¬ 
sues — and begins to address 
inequities in NIH-funded clin¬ 
ical drug trials that historical¬ 
ly have excluded women for 
a variety of diseases. 

The $259 billion Labor, 
Health and Human Services, 
and Education Appropria¬ 
tions Bill For Fiscal Year 
1994 would provide $10.9 bil¬ 
lion for the NIH system, in¬ 
cluding a $1.3 billion alloca¬ 
tion for AIDS research. 

Ryan White Care ACT 
funds would be increased an 
additional $210 million to 
$595 million for the year, an 


increase of 63 percent, accord¬ 
ing to Morin. 

The Title I portion of the 
Ryan White Care Act Funds, 
which fund community AIDS 
services and other AIDS pro¬ 
grams, would be increased by 
72 percent to $318 million this 
year. 

The AIDS research appro¬ 
priation for the 1994 fiscal 
year is a 21 percent increase 
over last year’s appropriation 
of $1,073 billion. 

The 23 institutes in the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health re¬ 
search system include the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergies 
and Infectious Disease, the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health, The National Institute 
of Drug Abuse, and the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Child 
Health Development. 

The appropriations bill has 
passed the House and is cur¬ 
rently in the Senate. A joint 
conference committee is ex¬ 
pected to resolve the final ap¬ 
propriations by the final vote

the B.A.R. that plans are 
now being finalized for the es¬ 
tablishment of a center for 
Filipino PWAs. 

According to the Philip¬ 
pine Department of Health, 
there are close to 400 report¬ 
ed HIV/AIDS cases in the 
country. While a large per¬ 
centage (70 percent) of these 
cases are among heterosexual 
men and women, authorities 
believe that HIV prevalence 
among gay and bisexual men 
could be higher. HIV testing, 
because of its expense, is not 
widespread in the Philip¬ 
pines. Many of those being 


tested are either overseas con¬ 
tract workers or female com¬ 
mercial sex workers. The 
HIV test is required in the 
practice of both professions. 

Because of Fleras’ involve¬ 
ment in the fight against 
AIDS, he complains that his 
personal career has been put 
on hold. Outside of AIDS, he 
would like to pursue his writ¬ 
ing and filmmaking careers, 
and hopes someday to be able 
to produce a classic gay film 
that will merit exhibition in 
international film festivals. 

As for being at odds with 
religious leaders and the gov¬ 
ernment bureaucracy in the 


Philippines, Fleras says he 
would rather “excommuni¬ 
cate” himself from the 
Catholic church (he has joined 
the Metropolitan Community 
Church) and let government 
officials bury themselves in 
unnecessary paperwork and 
red tape. All he is concerned 
about, Fleras stresses, is that 
“we fight the enemy [AIDS] 
now before it begins to over¬ 
come us.” He does not want 
the Philippines to follow in 
the footsteps of its neighbor 
Asian country, Thailand, 
where it is estimated that 
1,500 HIV infections occur 
each day. ▼

As a gay Filipino AIDS ac¬ 
tivist, playwright, and film¬ 
maker, Jomar Fleras has 
earned the ire of the Catholic 
church in the Philippines, and 
has shocked government bu¬ 
reaucrats out of their senses. 
Emphasizing that his ap¬ 
proach to AIDS education is 
pro-active and unconvention¬ 
al, he acknowledges his ideas 
to raise funds for his crusade 
of AIDS awareness are be¬ 
yond the comprehension of 
his detractors. “I once invited 
male strippers from France to 
do a strip show for AIDS,” he 
recalls, which outraged his 
critics, as did his education 
materials, which have been 
branded as “pornographic.” 

Fleras is the director of 
Reach Out AIDS Foundation 
in Manila, a nongovernmental 
organization that started three 
years ago with a small group 
of artists banding together to 
address the issue of HIV and 
AIDS. Among the group’s 
first projects was the staging 
of Divine Miss M., a play by 
Fleras about a Filipino PWA 
living in London who wants 
to go home to the Philippines 
to die. Divine Miss M., the 
very first play ever written 
about AIDS in the Philip¬ 
pines, won in a prestigious 
national literary competition 
in that country. 

In 1991, Reach Out pro¬ 
duced a 30-minute video titled 
Poisoned Blood, which 
chronicles the history, culture, 
and attitudes of Filipinos as 
they relate to the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. The film’s opening 
segment drew considerable 
controversy because it 
showed a totally nude male, 
dancing with a rosary in his 
hand. The segment was seen 
by many as ridiculing the 
Catholic church’s conservative 
view of human sexuality. 


Screened all over Asia, Aus¬ 
tralia, North America, Latin 
America, Europe, and Africa, 
Poisoned Blood has won sev¬ 
eral international awards. 

Last year, Reach Out 
launched a stage musical enti¬ 
tled First AIDS. Also written 
by Fleras, the musical fea¬ 
tures various characters per¬ 
sonifying different aspects of 
the epidemic: the HIV virus, 
helper T-cells, and condoms. 
The lyrics of the songs have 
been composed to dispel var¬ 
ious myths and misconcep¬ 
tions about HIV and AIDS 
and to educate the audience 
on how they can protect 
themselves from infection. 

Fleras is currently in San 
Francisco interviewing HIV 
positive Filipinos as part of 
his latest video project, An 
(AIDS education in a positive 
light). Some twenty Filipino 
celebrities — among them the 
Tony Award-winning star of 
Miss Saigon, Lea Salonga — 
have volunteered to partici¬ 
pate in the video, which, be¬ 
cause of its MTV approach, is 
expected to be popular 
among the youth. When com¬ 
pleted, the video will be dis¬ 
tributed to various public 
high schools in the Philipines. 
Fleras admits that it will be 
more difficult to have the video 
shown in private schools 
because most are run by 
Catholic congregations. 

Despite being at odds with 
church officials and govern¬ 
ment bureaucrats, Fleras has 
proven that he can deliver. 
Mainly through his efforts, 
Reach Out has received fund¬ 
ing from the World Health 
Organization, the American 
Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search (AmFAR), and Levi 
Strauss. Because of its success 
in its initial ventures, Reach 
Out’s activities have grown 
from education to advocacy 
and direct care. Fleras tells

May the 4th Be with You 


Okay, okay, so it’s a terrible pun. But we’re need to do 
a little whistling in the dark around here as we assess the 
situation across this country. In the 211 years since it was 
founded, America — a land originally created as a haven 
from religious extremists — has become a haven for reli¬ 
gious extremists; its military, created by the gay Baron von 
Steuben, has been turned into a bastion of anti-gay senti¬ 
ment; and its Supreme Court has become the friend of ter¬ 
rorist fetus police and an enemy to those who wish to love 
each other in the privacy of their own bedrooms. 

And yet, although we may be grouchy about it, we aren’t 
suicidal or anything: we were reminded on Independence 
Day that we are a part of this country and that we are able 
to do something about its problems. 

As July 15th approaches, (the deadline for the resolution 
of the military ban issue), we find it more important than 
ever to bring appropriate pressure to bear on our legisla¬ 
tors. Even if you don’t care for the idea of a military, as 
many of our readers quite explicitly do not, call Sam Nunn 
or the White House and tell them that, but add that you 
find the notion of discrimination utterly repugnant and that 
while it is bad enough to hear anti-gay and anti-lesbian com¬ 
ments from schoolground bullies, it is far worse coming 
from the mouths of senators and congressmembers and 
those people in the Pentagon who are supposed to be there 
to protect us. 

And tell them that you know the whole country knows 
that all people are created equal, because we just spent the 
July 4th weekend celebrating the document that establishes 
that precept as part of American law. (Technically, the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence isn’t law, exactly, but whatever it 
is, it has more moral authority than any law — say, Amend¬ 
ment 2, or whatever Congress comes up with to codify mil¬ 
itary bigotry — that divides the nation’s people.) 

And tell them that we also know that a house divided 
against itself cannot stand, which comes to us from Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln and the Bible — the very one scrupulously 
avoided by those pseudo-religious zealots that pretend to 
have divine cause to divide this house. If our leaders and 
protectors have no use for the concepts of Jefferson and Lin¬ 
coln, they need to find another line of work. 

Which brings us back to our earlier statement that we 
are a part of this country and that we are able to do some¬ 
thing about its problems: we can make sure those homopho¬ 
bic senators and representatives find another line of work. 
We can insert ourselves into the political process by voting 
and by fighting the re-election campaigns of those who fight 
against us. 

Last time Jesse Helms ran, he got some serious compe¬ 
tition from Harvey Gantt, but at the last minute Helms got 
a bunch of money from his buddies (quite of few of which 
were cigarette companies that depend upon his constant 
propping up of their death industry, even as he rails against 
people in the prime of their lives dying of AIDS) and ran 
a slew of ads reminding his North Carolina constituants that 
Gantt is a black man. Hence, the ads tacitly said, dangerous. 

Next time, we can support whoever runs against Helms 
by giving a little money to the opposition, by writing the to¬ 
bacco companies in advance that we will consider any do¬ 
nations to Helms a direct attack against the lesbian and gay 
community — a message delivered, unfortunately, after the 
last election and therefore, too late — and by getting others 
involved in the struggle. 

This land is your land. Those fireworks and fine words 
were for you. So when things get nasty, don’t give up, just 
get involved. It’s a little like exercise: you may not be very 
good at it at first, but stick with it long enough and you’ll 
see the results. If not, you’ll be something a lot worse than 
flabby: you might wind up, figuratively speaking, homeless. 

Our last thought, which we think came from Tom Am- 
miano clear back in 1976, during the Bicentennial celebra¬ 
tion: Don’t forget that red, white, and blue mixed together 
makes lavender. So be lavender. Be proud. But whatever 
you do, be involved. ▼

Don't Let Good Programs Close for Good

I represent Movement Coalition for AIDS 
Awareness, a concerned group of dancers, artists 
and educators, some living with AIDS, who ex¬ 
press the realities of the disease to the San Fran¬ 
cisco public. We are appalled by the Mayor’s pro¬ 
posed budget cuts. 

I live with a progressively degenerative illness 
that is killing me as it has killed over 10,000 peo¬ 
ple in San Francisco and over 180,000 people 
across the country. Most of us often experience 
very disturbing emotions— fear, anger, loneliness, 
helplessness, depression — that are hard to talk to 
others about and cope with. Alienated from 
friends, family, society, and anyone who is 
healthy and living a long life, we often feel mis¬ 
erable. The Lesbian and Gay outpatient mental 
health services at District Health Center Number 
One has helped me as well as many other people 
with little to no income. It is our only source for 
information and referral, primary care, and emo¬ 
tional support. The support lifts the immense psy¬ 
chological stress resulting from suppressed emo¬ 
tions, and stress is the number one killer of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, due to the negative effects it has 
on the immune system. 

Cutting back services at District Health Center 
One and closing other city health centers is a 
crime against humanity: the services they provide 
are vital to our survival. Many of us are poor, 
some are frequently unemployed, and most of us 
are uninsured. We are not able to get the services 
we need elsewhere. 

The proposed cuts will not only further bur¬ 
den people with HIV and AIDS, but also thou¬ 
sands of other uninsured men, women, and chil¬ 
dren. These people deserve relief and help be¬ 
cause they are the hardest hit in our communi¬ 
ties. Pete Wilson and the Department of Social 
Services have already cut our Social Security 
benefits — and plans are underway for future cuts. 
What is the reasoning behind this cruel protocol? 
There is no excuse for balancing the budget on 
the backs of the disabled and the poor. Raising 
revenues by creating a “hospital assessment dis¬ 
trict,” a measure introduced by the Board of Su¬ 


pervisors President, is one good solution to help 
save lives. Is this too much to ask when people 
are dying? 

Now I hear that the Center for Special Prob¬ 
lems (CSP) may also close for good. 

CSP is where I receive grief and other coun¬ 
seling in an HIV program. From 1986 to 1993 I 
personally experienced the deaths of several close 
friends, and I myself am terminally ill. I have 
fears and anxieties that can be incredible obsta¬ 
cles in my life. During this period CSP has been 
a dependable, essential outlet. I am now begin¬ 
ning to formulate career moves that will help me 
be more productive and self-sufficient. My case is 
proof that CSP works. 

The Center’s Sexual Minority Youth (SMY) 
program for mentally troubled youth 12-22 who 
are confused about their sexuality, run away from 
abusive homes, land in San Francisco streets, and 
suffer abuse, will be cut, along with other HIV-re¬ 
lated programs for other populations. Can we af¬ 
ford to put more of our young people at risk? 

For the past eight years, CSP has implement¬ 
ed an award-winning Sex Offender Treatment 
Program developed to treat individuals who sex¬ 
ually abuse children. Relapse for reoffense is one 
of the lowest in the country. Less than two per¬ 
cent of sex offenses are recommitted with this 
therapy approach. 

Instead of closing CSP, how about creating a 
“Fire Suppression Assessment District”, a mea¬ 
sure that was introduced by Budget Chair Carole 
Migden? It could raise $20 million to $30 million 
in revenues. How about monopolizing a central¬ 
ized industry as an option to raise more revenues, 
with the Public Utilities the best candidate. 

Something must be done to stop the proposed 
elimination of the Center for Special Problems 
and all other HIV programs. It is time for the 
people of San Francisco to fight back.

The Way to Celebrate an Anniversary? 

I am writing to inform your readers of the tragedy 
that is about to take place at San Francisco General 
Hospital’s Ward 5A (AIDS Ward). 

As you know, the Ward was started 10 years ago to 
provide professional and innovative care for San Fran¬ 
cisco’s increasing AIDS patients. At the time the ward 
was started, it was decided that it would be staffed 
completely by registered nurses. One reason for this 
was that AIDS patients’ needs are often so complex 
that those needs could best be met by an all¬ 
professional staff. Some of those needs include many 
complex intravenous antibiotics, oxygen needs and 
psycho-social support. Also, all of the nurses who have 
worked on Ward 5A have chosen to be there as oppos¬ 
ed to being assigned to the ward. During the past 10 
years, this system has worked well. Ward 5A’s world¬ 
wide reputation as the ward for model AIDS care can 
attest to that. 

In the ongoing budget crisis in San Francisco, 
Mayor Jordan has said that HIV services would not 
be cut. This is simple naievete or a blatant lie. Any cut 
in health services will affect everyone, including AIDS 
patients. 

As part of the cost-saving measures, 17 of the 28 
registered nurses who are permanent staff on Ward 
5A were scheduled to receive layoff notices on July 1. 
They will be replaced (if they, in fact, are replaced) 
with other nurses who are being bumped out of their 
jobs from other areas that are being cut back (e.g., 
Laguna Honda Hospital). So much for the model 
AIDS ward at S.F. General Hospital and so much for 
care by commitment. So much for the mayor’s word 
that HIV services will not be affected by health bud¬ 
get cuts. 

The final decision on these cuts will take place in 
the next couple of weeks. Is this any to commemorate 
the 10th anniversary of AIDS care in San Francisco?

Health Care Provider to the World 

Recently I was at a party of very healthy gay men 
and we began a conversation about the recently passed 
legislation that would prohibit HIV-positive in¬ 
dividuals from receiving permanent residence status 
in the United States. The article on page 3 of your June 
3,1993 edition stated that “legislation would ban HIV¬ 
positive immigrants from entering the country.” This 
is incorrect. HIV-positive individuals can enter the 
country for travel and business. A clever individual 
can claim political asylum and will probably never be 
found. 

At the party, I expressed the view that since our 
country is strapped for finances at every level of gov¬ 
ernment and that considering the financial state of our 
health care, I felt that it was very unwise to allow not 
only HIV-positive individuals, but other immigrants 
who have serious or transmittable illnesses. Are you 
aware that some Chinese immigrants who are enter¬ 
ing the country illegally and legally have active infec¬ 
tions of tuberculosis? Do you realize how susceptible 
PWAs are to this illness? After I was able to express 
only half my opinion, I was screamed at, called a 
fascist and treated rudely until I left. 

Let’s speak of the Haitian HIV-positive refugees now 
entering Florida. Under federal law, they will be able 
to receive health care mostly at the expense of local 
governments. I see the figure amounts it takes to pro¬ 
vide care, drugs and housing to be about $300 million. 
That sounds like the amount it would take to re-fund 
the current public health cuts in San Francisco for 
three years. 

As a person with AIDS that is forced to negotiate 
public clinics, search for free services and receive 
drugs through government programs and also a per¬ 
son that has paid taxes in this country, I have a right 
to expess my opinion. I know several other PWAs who 
feel exactly as I do. 

Although compassion is laudable, we simply do not 
have the money to provide services even to our own 
people. Look at the plight of the mentally ill on our 
streets. 

Compassion led us to become the policeman of the 
world. You would suggest that we become its health 
care provider as well.

Did readers see the official S.F. Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day program book? A welcoming cover 
shows people of all colors, sizes, dress and gender. 

How curious to open the booklet and receive 
vitriolic greetings from Dennis McMillan, who spends 
much of his free time in a habit and pancake make¬ 
up.

And 
doubly ironic, McMillan reviles the community 
members who don’t want to be called queer, and who 
consider it an unwelcome and painful form of name¬ 
calling. 

The abuse doesn’t stop with McMillan though. Co¬ 
chair Marsha Levine picks up the ball when she 
dismisses the avalanche of protest aired on the sub¬ 
ject with a wave of her armchair-psychiatry hand. 
Levine announces, “The few [yeah, right] complaints 
we received were so vitriolic... with such a venomous 
hate that must spill over into their lives. Lives of fear, 
lives of pain, lives of self-hatred.” Excuse me, Marsha. 
You’re unqualified to make such judgements. Plus, 
you’re insulting the party guests again. 

Next stop, Terry Thorp, President of the Board of 
Directors: “It saddens me that some in our community 
feel it more important to promote division and dissent 
within our community...” Hey, I agree. Just a few pages 
back, Marsha Levine revealed: “When the theme ‘Year 
of the Queer’ was chosen back in December we knew 
it would be controversial.” So just who was really pro¬ 
moting division? 

By the way, people in various places have blamed 
the whole mess on highly visible Gregg Taylor. But 
Taylor did not even vote for, let alone devise, the “Year 
of the Queer” theme. Six long months ago, in a 
thoughtful piece in the San Francisco Bay Times (Dec. 
31, 1992) Ggreg explained that his theme suggestion 
was “Love Is Worth FightingFor.” Noting the moun¬ 
ting drone of complaints to the parade office regar¬ 
ding the proposed Year of the Queer theme, Ggreg 
prophesied, “If the voting membership doesn’t listen 
to community input, then this administration is no bet¬ 
ter than those they swept out of office. The SF Les¬ 
bian/Gay Parade Committee’s job is to serve the 
community, not divide it.” My hat is off to him. 

Overall, my message to the parade committee is 
this: By your actions, you disinvited a lot of good peo¬ 
ple from their own party. By your rhetoric, you in¬ 
sulted the women and men whose shoulders you are 
standing on now.

That NAMBLA Thing Again 

Does Robert Julian have multiple personalities? He 
describes the autobiographical movie, For A Lost 
Soldier as “a subtle, idyllic, richly photographed 
memoir of adolescent love,” implying strong approval 
of this classic man/boy love relationship. Yet, he 
prefaces this with the remark that this is “the kind of 
film NAMBLA might drag out to justify its existence,” 
implying that he disapproves of NAMBLA, 
presumably for their insistence that boys such as Jan 
should have some say over whether their lovers belong 
in prison. 

Julian’s duality is characteristic of the state of the 
lesbian/gay community today. Lesbians and gays give 
lip service to the needs of sexual minority youth, while 
denying their true needs — for understanding, love, 
a sense of belonging to a larger community and the 
freedom to make their own life choices without adults 
putting words in their mouths and deciding for them. 

These are things they cannot get from social 
workers or their peers. Rather than therapy groups, 
these kids need friends of their own choosing. Rather 
than gays who cover their asses by denouncing the 
nearest scapegoat, denying their own history and then 
ordering tapes from the Insider Video Club, these kids 
need gays who will associate with them on their own 
terms, listen to what they have to say and fight for their 
right to self-determination. 

Although I am not surprised that censorship, distor¬ 
tion and disinformation have left many people with 
a negative impression of NAMBLA, I am deeply 
disappointed that so many gays, with such a recent 
history of the same treatment, have stereotyped us 
without examining their assumptions for signs of in¬ 
justice. I am absolutely astonished that a gay man such 
as Mr. Julian could see man/boy love for the beautiful, 
mutually fulfilling experience it so often is, and then 
approve of the imprisonment of the men and isolation 
of the boys mandated by our country’s barbaric laws.

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Willie Brown's New Image

N early every newspa¬ 
per in the state with a 
political writer, big or 
small, was speculating 
in print the past couple of 
weeks as to what has hap¬ 
pened to Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown, particularly as 
to his new image as a Sacra¬ 
mento “team player.” It’s July 
already and so far this seems 
to be Willie’s year; in contrast 
to a rather politically shabby 
performance during many of 
his 29 years in the Legisla¬ 
ture, the speaker is looking 
more like a true “leader” than 
in the past. So far he has 
teamed up with Republican 
Governor Pete Wilson, a man 
for whom Brown has little 
personal respect, to push a 
state budget through the As¬ 
sembly in time for the consti¬ 
tutional deadline (something 
that hasn’t happened in 
years); hosted a showcase eco¬ 
nomic summit in Los Angeles 
that even his detractors admit 
was a real success; mediated a 
threatened teachers strike in 
L.A. that avoided a possible 
harmful walkout; and, proba¬ 
bly most importantly, gave a 
dramatic barn-burning speech 
recently in the Assembly ar¬ 
guing for the shift of $2.6 bil¬ 
lion in property taxes from lo¬ 
cal governments to schools. 

The speech was a beauty, 
and as Brown himself told re¬ 
porters last week, “I went 
back and watched the video¬ 
tape. It was good theatre; I ac¬ 
tually had the facts down ac¬ 
curately and I delivered it 
succinctly and put a little bit 
of Baptist flavor in it; some 
choice words without curs¬ 
ing...” 

As for his bipartisan coop¬ 
eration with Republican Wil¬ 
son on the new budget, 
Brown recently told the L.A. 
Times that “I hated like hell 
having Wilson finally produce 
a quality [budget] document; I 
would have hoped he would 
go through and muddy the 
waters just as he did last year 
[when the governor and Leg¬ 
islature, led by Brown, locked 
in a drawn-out budget battle 
that lasted for months and 
nearly brought the state to fi¬ 
nancial disaster]. I’m telling 
you he [Wilson] has stepped 
forward with a legitimate, 
proper formula ... a bold, 
imaginative potential realign¬ 
ment [of government].” 

Hearing Willie Brown say 
complimentary things about a 
man he personally truly dis¬ 
likes is indeed unique, and 
nearly everyone in Sacramen¬ 
to is speculating about why 
Brown helped the governor. 
While the Legislature and 
Wilson had been in gridlock 
earlier when the lawmakers 
missed their own budget 
deadline, Wilson’s political al¬ 
lies in the capitol had seem¬ 
ingly convinced him that 
Brown, whom the governor 
long distrusted, would indeed 
cooperate when both sides de¬ 
cided to get down to business 
and not let a repeat of last 
year’s budget scandal occur. 

While the governor’s allies 
expected the speaker to en¬ 
gage in another budget stale¬ 
mate — one that would surely 
hurt the governor’s image 
more than Brown’s — it was in 
fact Brown who thrust him¬ 
self into marathon negotia-

tions, siding with Wilson on 
the highly controversial tax 
shift after getting Wilson’s as¬ 
surance that school funding (a 
high Brown priority) would 
not be an issue as it had been 
last year, keeping his staff 
working late nights, and final¬ 
ly producing a working bud¬ 
get proposal with the gover¬ 
nor’s office. 

While everyone is looking 
for a motive on the new coop¬ 
erative Brown, the speaker 
himself says that “at the sum¬ 
mit in Los Angeles — and 
from every single, solitary cit¬ 
izen I heard, they absolutely 
demanded that we do a bud¬ 
get on time this year.” Brown 
knows that Wilson stands to 
gain more politically by the 
smooth budget passage this 
year than does the speaker 
himself. “Clearly, Pete Wilson

benefits from early passage of 
the budget,” Brown says. 
“He’s going to take full credit 
and that’s what governors 
ought to do” — but Willie 
comes out of this looking 
good, too. With only two and 
a half years left in the Assem¬ 
bly (thanks to the new term 
limits law) the speaker clearly 
wants to leave a legacy in 
Sacramento of leadership, 
progressive legislation, and 
unqualified respect for his 
three decades in the Assem¬ 
bly. 

What will be Willie 
Brown’s future after Sacra¬ 
mento? Some speculate that 
he secretly harbors ambitions 
for the governor’s office, but 
while Brown will admit he 
would “like to be governor - 
hell, what state politician 
wouldn’t?” Brown privately 
feels that won’t happen, and 
as he recently told a reporter 
for the L.A. Times (on the re¬ 
turning question of a gover¬ 
nor’s race) “If somebody 
walked in and said to me, 
‘we’ve raised $20 million, 
here’s a poll that you are ten 
or 15 points ahead of any pri¬ 
mary opponent, all of the se¬ 
ries of negatives over the last 
29 years have been tested 
with focus groups and every¬ 
body is demanding you run, 
we have 500,000 registered 
voters who are asking you to 
run,’ then I’d have to consider 
it, but you start scaling back 
any of those factors and you 
lose my interest.” Willie 
Brown is also smart enough 
to know that few, if any, of 
the above factors will happen, 
and although he clearly wants 
to stay in public life after he 
leaves the Legislature in 1996, 
it seems that even Willie him¬ 
self does not have any idea 


what the future holds. 

While some are suggesting 
that Willie Brown would real¬ 
ly like to round out his polit¬ 
ical career by serving as may¬ 
or of San Francisco, his home 
town, others are saying that 
the job has become such a no- 
win position that even Brown 
would likely be turned off by 
it. To speculate on what will 
happen to Willie Brown, after 
his speakership ends in a cou¬ 
ple of years, has become one 
of Sacramento’s favorite pas¬ 
times, and even some of 
Brown’s closest staff people 
are telling me that “we 
haven’t the slightest ideas 
what he’s planning; the speak¬ 
er, you can be sure, will find 
life after the Legislature very 
fulfilling whatever he does.” 
One added, surprisingly 
enough, “for some reason, 
Washington, D.C., seems to 
be looking better and better 
to Mr. Brown.” Could Presi¬ 
dent Clinton have an appoint¬ 
ment in mind for the contro¬ 
versial, bright, and always 
surprising speaker?

San Jose Mayor Susan 
Hamner, long a friend of our 
community, but who is in real 
political trouble, set to hire 
San Franciscan Ed McGovern 
to run her re-election cam¬ 
paign next year. 

Actor-comedian Robin 
Williams reportedly meets 
with new Warner Bros, direc¬ 
tor Rob Cohen next week, 
and according to Hollywood 
sources, will finally sign to 
play Harvey Milk in the big- 
screen version of Randy 
Shilts’s The Mayor of Castro 
Street, which is now definite¬ 
ly set to start filming in the 
fall; incidentally, I spoke with 
Shilts last week and despite 
continued reports of diminish¬ 
ing health, the best-selling au¬ 
thor ( Conduct Unbecoming 
on the N.Y. Times best-sell¬ 
ing list for weeks) assures me 
that he is “doing fine” and is 
busily planning a fulfilling fu¬ 
ture, hoping to start again 
writing his column in the 
Chronicle. I love Randy, and 
he is, in my mind, one of the 
true heroes of our communi¬ 
ty; he has been my friend for 
years and he deserves all the 
success and good health he 
can get. 

President Clinton’s nomi¬ 
nation of Sheila Widnall, a 54- 
year-old aeronautics profes¬ 
sor, to be the next secretary 
of the Air Force will make 
her, if confirmed, the first 
woman to serve as secretary 
of any of the military ser¬ 
vices; even Washington Re¬ 
publicans are saying this 
looks like a good appoint¬ 
ment. 


Migden for Mayor? — the 
talk increases and more and 
more newspaper stories are 
appearing that Supervisor Ca¬ 
role Migden, one of the hard¬ 
est-working at City Hall, is a 
sure bet to run for Frank Jor¬ 
dan’s job the next time 
around. Migden, careful to 
avoid discussing the idea, tells 
me that “I’m too damned 
busy down here [at City Hall] 
with this budget and every¬ 
thing else to even give a may- 
oral run any thought.” And 
besides, Migden knows that 
she must first get re-elected 
next year, something that

Cherry Cherry

T hose who have been 
busy criticizing the 
much debated Year of 
the Queer for personal 
reasons have probably missed 
the boat on the publishing 
world’s take. For while those 
in meccas like ours hash the 
issue out relentlessly, a liter¬ 
ary groundswell has been tak¬ 
ing place, with publishers as 
diverse as Random House 
and University of Minnesota 
Press embracing the term 
queer and cranking out texts 
with titles like Queer in 
America; Sisters, Sexperts, 
Queers; and Making things 
Perfectly Queer. Even while 
San Franciscans debated its 
merits, “queer” has become 
increasingly entrenched into 
our collective vocabulary. 

Queer Nation has come 
and gone, but the dialogue it 
spurred hasn’t. Come to think 
of it, the dialogue was around 
way before QN. Like, did you 
know that way back in 1977, 
one of SF’s weekly rags de¬ 
clared that year “the year of 
the queer.” Know your gay 
history, indeed'. 

Anyway, as letters prolifer¬ 
ated in San Francisco’s press, 

I was still in England, sitting 
in Cherry Smyth’s backyard, 
talking with her about her 
new book, Lesbians Talk 
Queer Notions. 

“Where does dyke fit into 
queer?” Cherry asks me as I 
sit down. I don’t know exact¬ 
ly, but I’m relieved to find out 
in our ensuing discussion that 
she is as disinterested in

“semiotexte acrobatics” as I 
am. Instead, we talk of male 
privilege, cultural politics, 
and “the politics of envy” 
prevalent among lesbians. As 
someone who’s quite active in 
lethargic London, Cherry 
knows from experience that 
women will “scapegoat” other 
women “for their own lack of 
access.” Still, she seems ever 
inspired to do more writing, 
take on more projects, and do 
readings of her poetry, like 
she did last week when visit¬ 
ing San Francisco. 

Cherry’s an articulate and 
good-humored Irish dyke who 
taught the first lesbian cine¬ 
ma course at the University 
of London and is currently co¬ 
curator of the London gay 
film fest. Being part of the lit¬ 
erary, arts, and political 
scenes in London, Smyth is 
able to sprinkle her book 
with quotes from activists and 
artists ranging from Simon 
Watney to Della Grace to 
Pratibha Parmar. Their feel¬ 
ings are as revealing as her 
own text, and interesting 
reading for those on both 
sides of the issue, as well as 
the world. 

Framed within the con¬ 
fines of Smyth’s text, the 
comments from men take on 
a different hue then the fre¬ 
quently accusatory tone of the 
letters in SF’s papers. While 
it’d be easy to characterize 
the pro- or anti-queer perspec¬ 
tive as a generational differ¬ 
ence, writers like Simon Wat¬ 
ney point out that “in reality 
today, the main conflict is not 
simply between older ‘gay’ as- 
similationists ... and ‘queers’ 
asserting their queerness. 
Rather it is between those 
who think of the politics of 
sexuality as a matter of secur¬ 



ing minority rights and those 
who are contesting the overall 
validity and authenticity of 
the epistemology of sexuality 
itself.” 

Particularly interesting to 
me in Lesbians Talk Queer 
Notions are, of course, the 
women’s voices. While many 
men in the book are still 
learning that gay lib means 
more than being able to fuck 
in a public toilet, the women 
tackle questions of classism, 
racism, and their links to the 
boys. Says Pratibha Parmar, 
“It’s about finding a space to 
create work artistically that 
can incorporate our different 
experiences without having to 
take racism, or heterosexism, 
as a reference point.” 

Although the bulk of the 
book is Cherry’s, I enjoyed 
Lesbians Talk Queer Notions 
particularly for the debate 
that she allows in its pages. 
Some examples of other 
queer talk from the girls: 
Spike Pittsberg defines queer 
as “a homosexual of either 
sex ... It’s an extremely useful 
polemic term because it is 
who we say we are, which is 
‘Fuck You.’” Linda Semple 
says she uses queer “to de¬ 
scribe my particular brand of 
lesbian feminism, which has 
not much to do with the rad¬ 
ical feminism I was involved 
with in the early ’80s. I also 
use it externally to describe a 
political inclusivity — a new 
move towards a celebration 
of difference across sexuali¬ 
ties, across genders, across 
sexual preference and across 


object choice.” Dissents 
Suzanne Moore, “While I 
want to embrace queer poli¬ 
tics, some of the very basic 
demands of the Women’s Lib¬ 
eration Movement have [yet] 
to be met — like childcare — 
but that’s not very queer is it? 
Not very exciting?” 

“Each time the word 
‘queer’ is used it defines a 
strategy, an attitude, a refer¬ 
ence to other identities and a 
new self-understanding,” 
writes Cherry in Lesbians 
Talk Queer Notions. Amus¬ 
ingly enough, the same could 
be said of the word lesbian. 
Most of the women I know 
have shunned this word in fa¬ 
vor of dyke and queer to sep¬ 
arate themselves from the 
wave before us. Not in dis¬ 
gust, mind you, but as a 
means to our own self-defini¬ 
tion. 

But now San Francisco 
dykes are catching the New 
York bug and moving ahead 
of this debate to reclaim the 
L-word. Part of this is per¬ 
haps due to Jesse Helm’s 
“damn lesbian” declaration, or 
partly because of the forma¬ 
tion of the Lesbian Avengers. 
Could it be that the next 
wave of letters in the rags 
will be from angry dykes de¬ 
nouncing their “lesbianism” 
or from the “new” lesbian de¬ 
nouncing her dykeness? It 
could get really messy, or be 
quite entertaining. 

Either way, I guess I’d bet¬ 
ter finish up all the books 
about “queer” issues soon. In 
a week or two, they could al¬

Standing Up in Full Uniform: One Gay 
Sailor Keeps Schindler's Memory Alive

Out of the nightmare that 
was sailor Allen Schindler’s 
murder, and the Navy investi¬ 
gation that followed, gay 
sailor Allen Pemberton and 
Schindler’s mother, Dorothy 
Hajdys, have formed an un¬ 
likely alliance. 

Although he never knew 
Schindler, Pemberton says he 
sought out Hajdys because he 
thought the Navy owed her 
something. He wanted to 
apologize on behalf of an in¬ 
stitution many still hold re¬ 
sponsible for Schindler’s mur¬ 
der. 

“Me and Allen are about 
the same age,” Pemberton 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
during a trip to San Francisco 
for the Lesbian and Gay Free¬ 
dom Day. “I know how moth¬ 
ers are and I thought, what if 
that was my mom, what if it 
was me? It could have been 
me or one of my friends and 
it might be me or one of my 
friends someday.” 

Pemberton approached 
Hajdys at a January memorial 
for her son in Washington, 
D.C. Later, at the March on 
Washington, he escorted her 
around the city as Hajdys 
marched and spoke before 
the crowd. 

Hajdys said it was difficult 
spending time with Pember¬ 
ton at first. 

“I couldn’t face anyone in 
uniform,” Hajdys said. “After 
being in San Diego a couple 
times, we went to the San 
Diego Zoo and there were 
times I just wanted to bump 
into somebody and spill pop 
down them because they 
were in Navy uniforms. But I 
didn’t do it. 

“It was hard to see anyone 
in uniform, it just hurts,” Ha¬ 
jdys said. “When I first met 
Allen [Pemberton] it was 
three months after my Allen 
was killed. Now he calls me 
every week or two. He calls 
me mom. On Mother’s Day 
he gave me a box of candy 
and a card. He’s become a re¬ 
ally good friend.” 

When Pemberton spoke as 
an openly gay sailor at the 
Pentagon demonstration the 


day after the March on Wash¬ 
ington, Hajdys was there to 
hear him. 

“When Allen spoke, some 
of the things he said were like 
my own Allen saying it,” Ha¬ 
jdys said. “You’re going to 
think I’m crazy but some¬ 
times he’s like my own Allen, 
just some of the things he 
does or says, it’s like my 
Allen doing it.” 

In San Francisco, Pember¬ 
ton marched with the Ameri¬ 
can Legion Alexander Hamil¬ 
ton Post in the Freedom Day 
Parade and carried a photo¬ 
graph of Schindler. 

Pemberton said he 
marched because “I want peo¬ 
ple to know the story and I 
want people to know that 
someone will be there for you 
if you get put out for being 
gay or you are killed for be¬ 
ing gay — somebody will be 
there for your family. 

“If I was the person who 


got killed I wouiu waxn some¬ 
body there in full uniform to 
represent me and stand up 
for what I believe in,” he said. 

In return for standing by 
his convictions as a gay man, 
Pemberton now faces dis¬ 
charge proceedings. He is on 
leave until July 14 and is 
scheduled for a disciplinary 
hearing when he returns to 
his post at the Naval Medical 
Research Institute in Bethes- 
da, Maryland. 

Pemberton is requesting a 
meeting with President Clin¬ 
ton. In January, Pemberton 
was tapped to serve on thq 
Presidential Inaugural Com¬ 
mittee and met Clinton two 
days before the Inauguration. 

Pemberton said he told the 
president-elect he was gay 
and thanked him for his com¬ 
mitment to lifting the ban. He 
said Clinton got teary-eyed in 
reaffirming his promise to 
open the armed forces to les¬ 
bians and gays. ▼ 


Former Ohio First Lady: Bigots 
'Have Repressed Gay Tendencies'

COLUMBUS, Ohio - For¬ 
mer Ohio first lady Dagmar 
Celeste says people who op¬ 
pose gays and lesbians the 
most are those who “have re¬ 
pressed homosexual tenden¬ 
cies.” 

Celeste, the wife of former 
Governor Richard Celeste, 
made the comment Sunday 
during a 20-minute address to 
about 12,000 people who at¬ 
tended the 12th annual Ohio 
Gay/Lesbian Pride March and 
Gayfest. 

“When some people tried 
to accuse the Celeste adminis¬ 
tration of promoting immoral¬ 


ity and promoting a gay 
lifestyle, we knew enough to 
tell them off,” she said. “The 
issue was and continues to be 
everyone’s life, not lifestyle.” 

Celeste said homosexuals 
possess a passion that can be 
productive and “that the pol¬ 
itics of desire can help heal 
the politics of denial. 

“Ohio is not a hate state, 
Ohio is a heart state,” she 
said. “We can gather people, 
time and money and fashion 
these simple elements into a 
constituency for change. 

“I say it is only a matter of 
fairness and a matter of a 
short time until the Columbus 
gay community will succeed 


in electing one of their own in 
public office,” she said. 

She said when it comes to 
opponents “those who fight 
the hardest, we know are the 
most ambivalent about their 
own hidden repressed homo¬ 
sexual tendencies.” 

Phyllis Gorman, executive 
director of the Stonewall 
Union in Columbus, also ad¬ 
dressed the gathering, urging 
President Clinton to eliminate 
the ban on homosexuals in 
the military. 

“We need to remind Clin¬ 
ton that we pulled the ballot 
on his behalf,” Gorman said. 
“He needs to keep his half of 
the promise.” ▼

Gay Army National Guardsman 
To Battle Attempted Discharge

The California Army Na¬ 
tional Guard has begun dis¬ 
charge proceedings against a 
lieutenant who recently dis¬ 
closed his sexual orientation, 
to both challenge the military 
and as a way of speaking out 
against any compromise on 
the issue of gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Lieutenant Charles An¬ 
drew Holmes received a let¬ 
ter from CANG brass that 
discharge proceedings would 
be instituted following his dis¬ 
closure — and that the CANG 
would seek to remove federal 
recognition of his officer’s sta¬ 
tus. 

Holmes, who has served as 
an officer in the Guard since 
1988, has been on full time ac¬ 
tive duty for the last 18 
months as a platoon leader in 
the Counter-Narcotics Recon¬ 
naissance Task Force. 

The Task Force does re¬ 
connaissance missions in the 
national forests of California 
to locate marijuana gardens 
and eradicate them, and also 
does cocaine and metham- 
phetamine interdiction and 
other anti-drug military ma¬ 
neuvers. 

Holmes told the Bay Area 
Reporter that although he 
has been aware that he is gay 
for several years, Senator 
Barney Frank’s proposed 
compromise on ending the 
ban on gays gave him a “real 
sense of urgency” that sped 
his coming out. 

“It’s a done deal, but I’m 
strongly and emphatically op¬ 
posed to a compromise and 
the thought of it greatly 
angers me,” Holmes told the 
B.A.R. “It’s rolling over.” 

Holmes, who has also seen 
duty as a military police pla¬ 
toon leader, performed anti¬ 
terrorist functions during a 
Desert Storm stint in Europe, 
and served in LA during the 
Rodney King riots, said that

he’s getting “a lot of support” 
for coming out of the closet 
from friends and colleagues. 

“I’ve gotten phone calls 
from soldiers on cellular 
phones in the field who have 
worked for me, who are not 
gay, who call and offer sup¬ 
port,” he said. 

And, Holmes said, his par¬ 
ents are also supportive of his 
decision to come out and chal¬ 
lenge the military — although 
he acknowledges that his 
mother is worried about his 
future and fears for his phys¬ 
ical safety. 

But, he told the B.A.R., 
there have been no threats — 
and in any case, he’s follow¬ 
ing his conscience on an im¬ 
portant matter. 


Holmes said that he will 
lose his ability to buy a home 
with no money down through 
the Veteran’s Administration 
when he is booted out of the 
military — and in addition to 
losing his job, he will also 
lose additional income from 
monthly military drill that 
supplements his income. 

Holmes intends to pursue 
a lawsuit in state court under 
AB 260, California’s gay em¬ 
ployment discrimination law. 

Since the Governor of Cal¬ 
ifornia is the ultimate author¬ 
ity over the California Nation¬ 
al Guard, Holmes’s attorney 
Paul Wotman argues that state 
law forbids any attempt to 
discharge Holmes because of 
his sexuality. ▼

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State's Anti-Gay Adoption 
Laws Challenged by ACLU

Petitions bearing more 
than 2,400 signatures of those 
opposing California’s ban on 
adoption by lesbian, gay and 
other unmarried couples — 
even as it allows single peo¬ 
ple of any sexual orientation 
to adopt children — was for¬ 
warded to the Department of 
Social Services on Friday, 
July 2. 

The petitions, circulated 
by the Lesbian and Gay 
Rights Chapter of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California, were col¬ 
lected last month by 15 volun¬ 
teers, according to attorney 
Alissa Friedman, chair of the 
LGRC chapter. 

The DSS policy forbidding 
adoption by unmarried cou¬ 
ples under any circumstances 
was formulated in 1987 by 
Loren Suter, a career civil ser¬ 
vice employee appointed to the 
pose of Deputy Director of 
Adult and Family Services. 

“All licensed adoption 
agencies and the Department 
will neither consent to the 


adoption of children by an un¬ 
married couple nor recom¬ 
mend the approval of adop¬ 
tion petitions filed by an un¬ 
married couple,” Suter 
established in DSS All Coun¬ 
ty Letter 87-80. 

Adoption is a service creat¬ 
ed and regulated by the state, 
Suter said in his policy — and 
the best interests of children 
are served by placement in 
homes “where couples dem¬ 
onstrate a deep committment 
to permanency.” 

That permanency, Suter 
decreed in his fiat, can only be 
reflected through state 
'recognized marriage. 

“That’s absolutely homo- 
phobic,” Friedman told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I agree 
that the adoptive home 
should be stable, but it is 
ridiculous to equate marriage 
with stability in the case of 
lesbian and gay couples who 
are not permitted to marry,” 
she said. 

Friedman said that al¬ 
though some family law 
judges will approve adoptions 
despite the E)epartment of So¬ 
cial Service objections, the 


law usually forces lesbian and 
gay couples to seek an adop¬ 
tion in the name of one of the 
couple — meaning that the 
child only has one legal par¬ 
ent — or else gay couples who 
use the legal system must pay 
exorbitant legal fees to chal¬ 
lenge the administrative rul¬ 
ings. 

Jim Brown, chief of the 
DSS adoption Services 
branch, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he did not believe 
the law was anti-gay. 

“I don’t see it as homopho¬ 
bic,” he said. Brown told the 
B.A.R. that the emphasis of 
the letter was on “unmarried 
couples,” but then acknowl¬ 
edged that lesbian and gay 
couples are not allowed to 
marry in California. 

Brown called the issue a 
“threshold issue” that be¬ 
longed before the state legis¬ 
lature for resolution. 

He said that he plans to 
meet with the activists to dis¬ 
cuss the issue. 

“They’ve asked for a meet¬ 
ing to discuss the issue. I just 
got the petitions a couple of 
minutes ago,” he said. ▼

Media Garbage

T elevision station KTVU’s 
post-parade reports 
seemed obsessed with 
only one aspect of the 
1993 San Francisco Lesbian 
and Gay Freedom Day: 
garbage. The Monday morn¬ 
ing newscast (June 28) offered 
a routine recap of Sunday’s 
events, but only to preface a 
more extensive report from 
the celebration site. On the 
scene, a not-too-objective re¬ 
porter expressed disgust over 
the garbage that had accumu¬ 
lated from the parade and cel¬ 
ebration. Commuters passing 
the area were then brought be¬ 
fore the camera to offer their 
opinions on the garbage, ques¬ 
tioning the civility and cleanli¬ 
ness of parade participants. 
Meanwhile, anchors in the 
KTVU studio chimed in their 
own disapproval. 

This bizarre routine was re¬ 
peated over the course of the 
two-hour news show, suggest¬ 
ing that the accumulated trash 
was the only newsworthy is¬ 
sue to come out of the Free¬ 
dom Day events. Significantly, 
however, no apparent effort 
was made to uncover any le¬ 
gitimate reasons for the late 
trash collection. Neither civic 
officials nor parade representa¬ 
tives were interviewed. In¬ 
stead, KTVU’s reporting only 
encouraged pejorative specula- 
tions.

Radio Activity 

In a unique effort to accom¬ 
modate the powerful depth 
and diversity of the San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Freedom Day, Berkeley 
radio station KPFA (94.1 FM) 
broadcast extensive, live cov¬ 
erage of the parade and cele¬ 
bration throughout the day. 
Speeches from the main stage, 
which are completely ignored 
by most radio and TV sta¬ 
tions, were fully featured on 
KPFA. In fact, KPFA’s over¬ 
all attention to lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual issues has in¬ 
creased significantly during 
the past year. 

Another radio station send¬ 
ing out positive signals is San 
Francisco’s KFOG (104.5 FM). 
On Friday, June 25, the sta¬ 
tion’s DJs made a point of pro¬ 
moting Sunday’s Freedom 
Day celebration, and the 
morning jock featured a spe¬ 
cial collection of songs with 
lesbian and gay themes. Also 
on Friday, KFOG’s News Di¬ 
rector, Scoop Nisker, used his 
weekly editorial to praise the 
parade, which he has covered 
for many years.

In 
the studios to host the line-up 
was a cast of trail-blazing 
celebrities: Tom Ammiano, 
Cris Williamson, Garrett 
Glaser, Karen Ripley, Scott 
Capurro, and Marilyn Pitt- 
mann. Although KQED staff 
had looked upon the evening’s 
efforts as “a risk,” the pledge 
phones rang off their hooks 
and the money poured in. 
KQED discovered what we’ve 
been telling them all along — 
that there is a supportive audi¬ 
ence for lesbian, gay, and bi¬ 
sexual programs. Of course, 
the station received a few hate 
calls as well, but hosts advised 
those viewers to change the 
channel if they didn’t like 
what they were watching.

The first¬ 
hand story offers glimpses of 
author/artist Brent Calder- 
wood’s experiences as a gay 
youth — his early feelings of 
depression and difference, 
laughing at “fag jokes” to fit 
in, coming out to a friend, and 
eventually finding support in a 
gay and lesbian youth group at 
Berkeley’s Pacific Center. 

In the final panels, the Liv¬ 
ermore High School student 
gives a speech to the student 
council: “The school pretends 
students like me don’t exist. 
Not anymore. I want coun¬ 
selors and faculty educated 
about gay youth. I want books, 
up-to-date books about homo¬ 
sexuality, in the school library. 
And I want yelling ‘Faggot’ to 
be just as wrong as yelling 
‘Nigger.’”

tary,” Shafer said. 

Clinton was energized but 
looked tired, with “huge bags 
under his eyes” and although 
he was tan, the President 
“looked like he’d pulled an 
all-nighter,” according to 
Shafer. 

But, still, Clinton was 
“open and responsive,” Shafer 
said — in contrast to former 
President George Bush. 

“I have the dubious distinc¬ 
tion of having met President 
Bush when he was in town; 
he was much more imperial. 
Clinton really connects with 
people he meets. He was in¬ 
terested and empathetic. I got 
the sense of someone who is 
in the eye of the storm, and 
despite all the political heat 
and criticism he’s taking, he’s 
at peace with himself and the 
course he’s taking,” Shafer 
said. 


Assistant City Attorney 
Dennis Aftergut was among a 
group of supporters who met 
with Clinton on Monday. 

Aftergut said that he had 
his arm around his wife when 
he met with Clinton and 
spoke with him about lifting 
the ban on gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

“I wanted him to know 
that there was a a lot of sup¬ 
port among straight people 
for lifting the ban,” Aftergut 
told the B.A.R. 

“What he said was that a 
lot of people didn’t under¬ 
stand that if he signed an ex¬ 
ecutive order, Congress could 
overturn it and that’s why 
Barney Frank proposed the 
compromise he had.” 

Clinton told Aftergut that 
he did not know whether 
they were “going to be able to 
work out some kind of solu¬ 
tion with Congress on it.” 

“I was really impressed by 
him. He was going around 
the room shaking the hands

of 100 people. He had a lot of 
energy. He was very interest¬ 


ed and responsive and I felt 
that this is a good person to 
be President,” Aftergut said. 

While in San Francisco, 
Clinton discussed impending 
military base closures in the 
Bay Area with local elected 
officials, in addition to deliv¬ 
ering a speech to the National 
Education Association. 


Clinton’s appearance at 
Moscone Center was protest¬ 
ed by an estimated 250 ac¬ 
tivists, less than 50 of whom 
were gay. Five arrests were 
made during the demonstra¬ 
tion by motorcycle officers. 
Although the B.A.R. received 
reports of police hostility at 
the event, they could not be 
substantiated by press time.

The models made their 
first entrance in fashions from 
the ’60s, much to the delight 
of the audience, then 
sashayed down the runway in 
casual wear, then in swim¬ 
wear, and finally in evening 
gowns. Each new category 
had the audience waiting for 
their favorites to see just what 
they would come out with 
next. In many cases, even the 
hairdos — some of the best 
ever seen in this community — 
were changed for each new 
outfit. The clothing ranged 
from self-designed and -sewn, 
to designer outfits that were 
carefully selected down to 
their choice of shoes, some of 
which were — as they say — to 
die for.

The other entertainment, 
by Raul and Miss Eva Davis, 
was also quite humorous and 
clever. The audience seemed 
to enjoy the refreshing lack of 
seriousness that seems to be a 
trademark of Clarence Sierra, 
who produced the event. 

Since the show was all 
about modeling, part of the 
evening’s entertainment was 
a fashion show by the Super¬ 
model dancers. They, too, 
were great! The clothes just 
kept coming, the models 
looked magnificent with their 


outfits, makeup, accessories, 
and their haute professional 
runway strutting. 

There were awards and 
roses presented for the most 
popular contestant (voted on 
by the models themselves), 
best in casual wear, in 
swimwear, and in evening

Circumsion Kills Miami Baby, 
Costs Marin Baby Tip of Penis 


Infant Foreskin Used In 
Medical Experiments

A nationwide study is un¬ 
derway to test a procedure 
that uses circumcised fore¬ 
skins of infant boys to help 
heal chronic wounds in 
adults. 

Dr. Duyen Faria, a derma¬ 
tologist at Ford Hospital in 
Detroit, said the procedure 
could help people who suffer 
chronic open wounds caused 
by diabetes and other circula¬ 
tory diseases. Foreskin tissue 
offers advantages over more 
conventional treatments, such 
as grafting skin from another 
part of the patient’s own 
body, Faria said. 

But people who oppose 
routine circumcision of in¬ 
fants are horrified by the new 
procedure, likening it to Nazi 
experiments with human 
body parts. 

“The Nazis made lamp¬ 
shades out of human skin in 
the concentration camps but 
there are other more appro¬ 
priate fabrics for lamp¬ 
shades,” said Jim Bigelow, au¬ 
thor of The Joy of Uncircum¬ 
cising. 

“Its seems appalling to me 
that we would allow our¬ 
selves to harvest foreskin,” 
Bigelow said. 

The new procedure, not 
yet approved by the Food 
and Drug Administration, is 
being tested at 20 sites across 
the country. Faria said the 
procedure has been conduct¬ 
ed in England as well. 

Faria said a baby’s parents 
must give permission before 
his foreskin can be used in 
the experiment. Also, both 
parents and the baby are 
screened for infections before 
the tissue can be used. 

Faria dismissed arguments 
of anti-circumcision activists, 
comparing the use of foreskin 


for skin grafts to a person do¬ 
nating blood or an internal or¬ 
gan like a heart or liver. 

“The children do not have 
any rights,” Faria told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “The 
parents determine their rights 
for them and it’s a matter of 
preference [whether an infant 
is circumcized or not].” 

The largest infant fore¬ 
skins are about l/2-inch-by-3/4- 
inch. If the new procedure is 
considered successful, fore¬ 
skins eventually would be col¬ 
lected from hospitals after 
parents have approved of 
their use. 

More than one million in¬ 
fant boys are circumcised an¬ 
nually nationwide, and the tis¬ 
sue now is considered medi¬ 
cal waste. 

Ford Hospital is treating 
patients with leg ulcers 
caused by problems such as 
diabetes. Faria is seeking up 
to 20 patients with wounds 
from one to four inches long 
that haven’t healed for more 
than two months. 

The study is being con¬ 
ducted by La Jolla, California- 
based Advanced Tissue Sci¬ 
ences, which developed a pro¬ 
cess that separates the cells in 
the skin, then places them in 
a solution that is applied to a 
mesh. The mesh is placed in 
an incubator-type environ¬ 
ment and the cells multiply as 
if they were growing in a hu¬ 
man body. After several 
weeks, the cells and mesh 
have become totally integrat¬ 
ed and can be used to cover 
wounds. The mesh is biode¬ 
gradable, so the body absorbs 
it. The product, called Der- 
magraft, is also being tested 
for severe burns and pressure 
sores, y

A Florida baby is dead and 
a Marin infant was seriously 
injured in recent weeks after 
undergoing the most common¬ 
ly performed surgery in 
America. 

A six-month old baby bled 
to death in Miami June 23, fol¬ 
lowing a circumcision that a 
medical examiner described 
as “normal.” 


At Marin General Hospital, 
the tip of an infant’s penis 
was cut off during a recent 
circumcision, according Mar¬ 
ilyn Milos, a registered nurse 
and an activist who opposes 
routine circumcision of in¬ 
fants. 

According to Milos, the 
Marin baby was rushed to the 
Medical Center at University 
of California, San Francisco 
where the tip of his penis was 


reattached. 

Marin General Hospital 
spokesperson Nancy Nickel 
said there was a circumcision 
complication and it is under 
review but she would not 
comment further. 

UCSF Medical Center 
spokesperson Andy Evange¬ 
lista said he could not con¬ 
firm whether the infant was 
treated at the hospital. He 
said it is common for the hos¬ 
pital to perform operations on 
infants’ genitalia, including 
operations to correct botched 
circumcisions. 

In the Florida case, Dr. 
Robert D. Young circumcised 
Louise Manker’s son Deme¬ 
trius on June 21. After 
Manker took the baby home, 
she saw he was bleeding from 
the incision where his fore¬ 
skin had been removed. 

Manker called the doctor 
several times and the hospital 
once and followed their in¬ 
structions to stop the bleed¬ 
ing, according to her attorney 
Patrick Cordero. 

On June 23, Manker’s sister 
was babysitting and called 
paramedics because the baby 
continued bleeding. He was 
pronounced dead at the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Dade County Deputy Chief 
Medical Examiner Charles 
Wetli said the autopsy re¬ 
vealed a seemingly normal 
circumcision. Authorities are 
still trying to determine 
whether the baby had a dis¬ 
ease that prevented his blood 
from coagulating. 

“This is certainly weird, 
unusual,” Wetli said. “I’ve 
done close to 6,000 autopsies 
and this is the first I’ve ever 
seen where a baby died from 
a circumcision. It’s probably 
about the safest procedure 
you could think of.” 

But people working to stop 
routine infant circumcision 
dispute Wetli’s contention 
that the operation is safe. 

Milos said that although 
circumcision is the most com¬ 
monly performed surgery in 
America, no one keeps statis¬ 
tics on injuries to infants. She 
suggested there is one severe 
complication in every 500 pro¬ 
cedures. 

Milos, who opposes cir¬ 
cumcision as an unnecessary 
violation of human rights, 
was fired from Marin General 
Hospital in 1985 after show¬ 
ing parents a video of a cir¬ 
cumcision. 


Tim Hammond of the Na¬ 
tional Organization to Halt 
the Abuse and Routine Muti¬ 
lation of Males (NOHARMM) 
said some men are reluctant 
to speak about complications 
from their circumcisions. 

“It is not that common that 
a baby bleeds to death or that 
people lose their penis. How¬ 
ever, I can tell you that many 
less serious injuries, all this 
quote, ‘cosmetic,’ stuff is hid¬ 
den because men are too 
ashamed to speak about it,” 
Hammond said. 


Hammond spoke of men 
with disfiguring scars that 
keep them from having sex 
long into adulthood. 

Mary Conant is one of 24 
nurses at St. Vincent Hospital 
in Santa Fe, New Mexico, 


who have refused to par¬ 
ticipate in infant circum¬ 
cisions. 

Conant described the Mia¬ 
mi baby’s death as “hideous, 
obscene.” She agreed there 
are many hidden circumcision

complications that people 
never hear about. 

The Santa Fe nurses an¬ 
nounced last October that 
they would not participate in 
circumcisions and have stood 
by their decision despite 
growing hostility from doc¬ 
tors, Conant said. 

The nurses are also work¬ 
ing to educate parents about 
circumcision. They recently 
began a prenatal class on cir¬ 
cumcision that will be offered 
once a month. They also are 
putting together a pamphlet 
that doctors can distribute to 
parents. 

Nurse Betty Sperlich said 
she was horrified the first 
time she heard a baby 
screaming during a circumci¬ 
sion. 

“That’s the scream of 
somebody being tortured,” 
Sperlich said. “It’s a human 
rights issue. It’s a violation of 
a child’s right to have a whole 
body. If you’re doing a cir¬ 
cumcision to an unconsenting 
child, the child is being violat¬ 
ed. It’s a mutilation.” V

Oregon PFLAG Forces Gay 
Rights Bills to Floor of Senate

SALEM, Oregon — Two 
gay rights bills, intentionally 
buried in a legislative judicia¬ 
ry committee for two months 
by conservative Republicans, 
were suddenly given the nod 
of approval for public hear¬ 
ings late last month. 

Several dozen members of 
Parents and Friends of Les¬ 
bians and Gays (PFLAG), the 
Oregon Hate Free Associa¬ 
tion, and individual support¬ 
ers showed up June 23 to lob¬ 
by for release of Senate Bill 
34 and House Bill 3465. 

SB34, if passed, would pro¬ 
hibit discrimination in em¬ 
ployment, public accommoda¬ 
tions, and real property trans¬ 
actions on the basis of sexual 
orientation. HB3465 is a sim¬ 
ilar bill, with minor differ¬ 
ences. 

The Senate approved 
SB34 18-12 on April 23 and 
sent it to the House, where it 
was promptly assigned to the 
judiciary committee and ig¬ 
nored. 

Amidst a flurry of local 
anti-gay initiatives by the Ore¬ 
gon Citizens Alliance in vari¬ 
ous communities throughout 
the state, the Republican lead¬ 
ership continued to give the 
bill a cold shoulder. 

Numerous letters and 
phone calls from all parts of 
the state were aimed at the 
Republicans, who often sim¬ 
ply filed the communications 
and turned to other matters. 

House Speaker Larry 
Campbell (R-Eugene) told oth¬ 
er legislators on Tuesday, 
June 22, that SB34 would nev¬ 
er get out of the judiciary 
committee. 

The protesters held a press 
conference in the capitol the 
following morning, to say 
they felt unfairly treated and 
ignored. 

Openly gay legislators Gail 
Shibley and George Eighmey, 
both Democrats from Port¬ 
land, disclosed Campbell’s 
statement at the press confer¬ 
ence. 

The group marched up¬ 
stairs, through the empty 
House chamber, to Camp¬ 
bell’s office. They were greet¬ 
ed by Campbell’s press aide, 
Dan Jarman, who announced 
the speaker was busy else¬ 
where and urged the 
protesters to write or call for 
an appointment, promising 
Campbell would get in touch 
with them. 

Amidst the lights of cam¬ 
eras from three television sta¬ 
tions and several still photog¬ 
raphers and radio micro¬ 
phones, the 20-30 visitors held 
their ground and refused to 
leave until they had ex¬ 
pressed their concerns. 

“Nobody would give us an 
appointment,” complained 
Candace Steele, a PFLAG 
member from the southern 
Oregon community of Ash¬ 
land. She handed Jarman 
copies of a half dozen letters 
from people who were unable 
to make the trip. 

“This is playing politics 
with our children,” said 
Steele. “Totally irresponsi¬ 
ble!” 

“I’m frustrated this has 
been going on so long,” said 
Cherie Garland, also from the 
Ashland PFLAG group. “If 
we can’t be heard, we are 
stymied.” 

“We are family people,” 


she said in an appeal to Jar¬ 
man to get the message 
through to the speaker. 
“These are our children and 
I’m here because people are 
messing with my kid.” 

Garland said she was dis¬ 
appointed with the democrat¬ 
ic process, after being taught 
its virtues as a youngster. 

“Now we hear we will get 
a call back,” she added. “We 
want to see this man and, 
more important, we want him 
to see us.” 

“We were told a couple of 
days ago they didn’t want to 
talk with ‘our kind’ of organi¬ 
zation,” said Neil Janssen, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Oregon 
Hate Free Association in 
Portland. “He’s putting a 
choke hold on it.” 

Several people said they 
received rude treatment on 
the phone, but Jarman denied 
anything but professional 
treatment coming from 
Campbell’s staff. 

“I’m not certain who he is 
beholden to,” retorted Gar¬ 
land. 

“If this bill is not passed,” 
said Steele, “it will encourage 
more OCA action and more 
money going into their pro¬ 
motions.” 

As the group turned to 
leave, one older woman said 
“They are our children, and 
we cherish them.” 

Soon afterwards, the Re¬ 
publican House Caucus went 
into a closed session to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

The speaker did not attend 
the meeting, according to Jar¬ 
man, “because of Campbell’s 
previous statements on this 
contentious matter. He did 
not want to influence the de¬ 
cision of the caucus.” Jarman 
said Campbell supported the 
decision to bring the bills into 
a public hearing. 

After the meeting Repre¬ 
sentative Del Parks (R-Kla- 
math Falls) announced the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee, which he 
chairs, would hold the public 
hearings within a few days. 

He also cited the possibili¬ 
ty the measure could be re¬ 
ferred to voters. 

A press release issued by 
Jarman said Campbell pre¬ 
ferred a resolution for ballot 
status rather than passage of 
the bill as a legislatively en¬ 
acted law. 

A draft press release pre¬ 
pared by the office of Repre¬ 
sentative Greg Walden, 
House majority leader, pro¬ 
vided Republicans with sam¬ 
ple quotes that indicate they 
were giving Oregonians “a 
chance to vote on the issue.” 

The press release noted 
the legislators were “opposed 
to any special rights based on 
sexual orientation.” 

Eighmey said in an inter¬ 
view any recommendation 
the measures go to the voters 
is “their carrot and club.” 

“The carrot is ‘now we let 
it be heard,”’ he said. “The 
club is they will refer it to the 
public because we are not 
brave enough to make that 
decision on our own.” 

“I’m very pleased with the 
progress,” added Eighmey. 
“At least the community will 
be heard.” 

He said he had previously 
coordinated efforts with Rep¬ 
resentative Shibley who 
talked with Campbell. Eigh¬ 
mey talked with Parks. 

“When Larry told us yes¬ 


terday there was no chance of 
it ever being heard,” said 
Eighmey, we decided we had 
to take drastic action. 

He said the judiciary com¬ 
mittee’s minority insisted the 
bills be heard and indicated if 
the Republican reversal had 
not taken place, he was pre¬ 
pared to “try pulling it from 
committee by a floor vote.” 

Ecstatic about the turn of 
events, Commissioner of La¬ 
bor and Industry Mary 
Wendy Roberts said she has 
counted between 31 and 24 
House votes for SB34 in the 
60 member chamber. 

Roberts, who is the step¬ 
daughter of Governor Bar¬ 
bara Roberts and daughter of 
Senator Frank Roberts, said 
she would enforce the law 
when passed. 

SB34 would insert an offi¬ 
cial definition of “sexual ori¬ 
entation” into law: “having a 
history of attraction or selec¬ 
tion or being identified with 
that attraction or selection. 
Sexual orientation is limited 
to heterosexuality, homosexu¬ 
ality, and bisexuality.” 

Such discrimination in 
Oregon, according to the bill, 
“threatens not only the rights 
and privileges of its inhabi¬ 
tants but menaces the institu¬ 
tions and foundation of a free 
democratic state.” 

Church institutions (includ¬ 
ing their hospitals and 
schools) would be exempt 


from the proposed law. 

The bill calls for “an ade¬ 
quate remedy machinery for 
the orderly resolution of com¬ 
plaints of discrimination 
through a procedure involv¬ 
ing investigation, conference, 
conciliation, and persuasion.” 

The resulting process, ac¬ 
cording to the measure, 
should discourage “unilateral 
action which makes moot the 
outcome of final administra¬ 
tive or judicial determination 
on the merits” of complaints. 

Company inquiries into 
sexual orientation of employ¬ 
ees or prospective employees 
would be forbidden. 

Affirmative action quotas 
for gays are specifically not 
intended, according to the 
bill. The bill also covers prop¬ 
erty rentals and sales, public 
accommodations, refusal of 
service in public places, 
health care, participation in 
interscholastic activities and 
other areas. 


The commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor and Indus¬ 
tries would be directed by the 
new law to create advisory 
agencies and intergroup rela¬ 
tions councils at local, region¬ 
al and statewide basis. 

These groups would study 
the problems of discrimina¬ 
tion “in all or specific fields of 
human relationships or in 
specific instances of discrimi¬ 
nation because of race, reli¬ 
gion, color, sex, sexual orien¬ 
tation or national origin.” 

Any gay person who goes 
through an administrative or 
judicial proceeding to correct 
violations of this law would 
be entitled to recover attor¬ 
ney and expert witness fee 
costs. 

Governing bodies would 
also be forbidden from hold¬ 
ing their meetings in places 
where discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation is 
practiced. T

Agent of Change: 
Buttino Speaks Out 


by Dennis Conkin 

Tan and trim with movie- 
star good looks, gay former 
FBI agent Frank Buttino sits 
deep in conversation with a 
gay reporter over coffee and 
bottled water in a nearly 
empty and very trendy South 
of Market cafe. 

Buttino, his voice hoarse 
from exhaustion and over-use, 
is trying to tell the reporter 
about the book tour he’s on — 
but the reporter isn’t particu¬ 
larly interested about what it 
was like for the 48-year-old 
former counterintelligence 
and undercover special agent 
to make a recent appearance 
on The Larry King Show. 

The reporter is much more 
interested in politics and toss¬ 
es a couple hardball questions 
Buttino’s way — just for the 
hell of it. 

The questions come out 
sounding more like garbled 
and doctrinaire statements 
about the agency’s well-docu¬ 
mented abuse of power and 
dirty tricks, including the sup¬ 
pression and infiltration of ho¬ 
mosexual rights groups dur¬ 
ing the ’50s, and gay libera¬ 
tion, anti-war, and other pro¬ 
gressive groups during the 
’60s, but Buttino doesn’t miss 
a beat. 

“I think there’s a question 
in there, somewhere,” he 
laughs, and attempts to clarify 
his own position about the 
agency. “I’ve been a very ide¬ 
alistic person all my life, ever 
since high school. I was 
tremendously influenced by 
Robert Kennedy and Martin 
Luther King, Jr. I’m an ideal¬ 
ist at heart. I wanted to serve 
my country and that’s why I 
joined the bureau.” 

“I [joined] in 1969,” Buttino 
tells the Bay Area Reporter. 
“All that [dirty tricks] stuff 
was going on and the bureau 
took a lot of hits because of 
the revelations. The criticism 
isn’t new to me. I’ve heard it 
all throughout my career. But, 
it’s my career. I do the best I 
can and I’m not going to take 
responsibility for everything 
the bureau has done.” 

And, Buttino says, special 
agents on the street are really 
just that — agents working to 
arrest drug dealers and bank 
robbers, solve kidnappings, 
and tackle organized crime 
and terrorist hate groups such 
as the Ku Klux Klan and oth¬ 
ers — and they are far re¬ 
moved from the intrigue of 
Washington politics and poli¬ 
cies that once characterized 
the agency. 

“That was the legacy of 
Hoover. A lot of the Bureau’s 
faults stemmed from the idea 
that the FBI was perfect and 
couldn’t do any wrong,” Butti¬ 
no says. 

But Buttino experienced 
the brunt effect of one of 
those policies first hand three 
years ago when someone out- 
ed him in an anonymous note 
— and the agency then 
stripped him of his top secret 
clearance and fired him. 

Buttino Filed a job bias suit 
against the agency, and even¬ 
tually expanded it to a class

action suit, covering all cur¬ 
rent and former lesbian and 
gay FBI employees, which 


has sent the agency scurrying 
for cover in a pro-gay Clinton 
administration. 

And Buttino believes the 
agency will probably settle 
out of court, because docu¬ 
ments he and his attorney 
have uncovered in attempting 
to press their claims reveal in¬ 
sidious discrimination against 
employees suspected of being 
lesbian or gay. 

Buttino also says that he’s 
been encouraged by the sup¬ 
port he’s received about his 
book, A Special Agent: Gay 
and Inside the FBI, from the 
general public and from cur¬ 
rent and former lesbian and 
gay FBI, Secret Service, CIA, 
and other law enforcement 
agents who must hide their 
sexual orientation because of 
outdated policies and beliefs. 

“The message is obviously 
out there. This has never 
been about me, it’s about ev¬ 
eryone else out there who are 
lesbian and gay and want to 
openly serve,” he says. 

“Coming out of the closet 
and confronting the Bureau 
has changed my life in ways 
that I never would have imag¬ 
ined,” he tells the B.A.R 
“But I’m an FBI agent who 
happens to be gay, not a gay 
man who happened to be an 
FBI agent. There’s a big dif¬ 
ference. I haven’t lost my 
identity as an FBI agent.” ▼

San Francisco must attract 
more suburbanites who will 
patronize the city’s restau¬ 
rants, shops, and entertain¬ 
ment venues, says openly gay 
Small Business Commission 
Vice President Russell Kass¬ 
man. 

“What we are not doing as 
city is attracting people from 
the Bay Area into the city — 
small businesses depend on 
that,” he says. 

Kassman and the commis¬ 
sion have some ideas on how 
to entice new customers, 
Kassman says, but no one in 
city government is interested 
in hearing them. 

“The mayor has ignored 
the commission, the Board of 
Supervisors has ignored the 
commission. They don’t ask 
for our input, even on the cur¬ 
rent budget mess,” says Kass¬ 
man. 

“The commission was de¬ 
signed to represent mom and 
pop store owners who 
couldn’t be active politically 
because they spent their 
whole lives locked into their 
store,” Kassman says. “That 
person still is not being heard 
and that’s because nobody 
asked us.” 

Kassman has been active 
in local politics for the past 15 
years in the Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club and the Al¬ 
ice B. Toklas Club. He was a 
founding chair of Bay Area 
Physicians for Human Rights 
and has served on the Golden 
Gate Business Association 


Kassman has seen a lot of 
progress on gay rights over 
the years. He says he has seen 
people with whom he does 
business become more toler¬ 
ant. But, he knows, there is 
still work ahead. 


An important issue to 
Kassman is a national gay 
rights bill. 

“Unfortunately, since a 
cure for AIDS is not on the 


(GGBA). He was appointed to 
the Small Business Commis¬ 
sion in 1987 by former Mayor 
Art Agnos. 

Kassman says he has been 
disappointed with GGBA late¬ 
ly because it no longer has 
the strong presence it once 
had and has become more of 
a social club. 

“In the late ’70s and early 
’80s, GGBA was a well-orga¬ 
nized, vocal, and politically 
active group that had a lot of 
validity,” he says. “GGBA 
needs to get back to its found¬ 
ing principles of support and 
political action for gay small 
business owners.” 

Kassman says he has al¬ 
ways been open about being 
gay, but he came out very 
publicly in 1987 when the 
Chronicle did a series of arti¬ 
cles on the opera and ballet, 
with which he is affiliated 
through his piano business. 
When Kassman’s hometown 
newspaper in Pacifica reprint¬ 
ed the story that mentioned 
his homosexuality, it sparked 
a flurry of homophobic let¬ 
ters, he remembers. 


horizon, a national gay rights 
bill is the only way we can 
protect HIV-positive people 
and AIDS patients from los¬ 
ing jobs on a national basis 
and losing housing,” he says. 

Kassman’s not happy with 
President Clinton’s handling 
of the gay military issue. 

“He made a cardinal mis¬ 
take in not signing an execu¬ 
tive order immediately,’’ 
Kassman says. “He should 
have stuck to his guns. He got 
elected saying he was going 
to lift the ban so what possi¬ 
ble repercussions could he 
have?” 


And Kassman may be 
more qualified to criticize 
Clinton than some of the pres¬ 
ident’s other detractors. He 
isn’t Clinton’s long lost gay 
brother or anything, but Kass¬ 
man does have an unusual 
connection to the president. 

Kassman’s parents own a 
print shop in Arkansas, and 
they printed Clinton’s 
brochures in his failed cam¬

Priesthoodlums

A ll this year the news¬ 
papers have hummed 
with an unfolding 
scandal: a national or¬ 
ganization that actually ap¬ 
pears to promote child mo¬ 
lestation. Tens of thousands 
of its members (estimates 
vary) have forcibly coerced 
young children, both boys 
and girls, into repeated non- 
consensual sexual acts (and in 
fact, most of the victims were 
too young to have legally giv¬ 
en consent under any circum¬ 
stances). On the rare occa¬ 
sions when its molesting 
members were caught and/or 
charged, the organization sim¬ 
ply moved them out of the lo¬ 
cal jurisdiction. Repeat of¬ 
fenders were moved across 
the country to avoid prosecu¬ 
tion. Is this organization 
NAMBLA, the controversial 
North American Man/Boy 
Love Association? Hardly; it 
is the Catholic Church of the 
United States. 

The case of Father James 
Porter really raised the issue 
in the public eye for the first 
time. This busy priest molest¬ 
ed so many children — many 
of them now adults and work¬ 
ing the talk-show circuits — 
that the Church did eventual¬ 
ly have to send him to a treat¬ 
ment facility. He continued 
his molestations while “in 
treatment,” and apparently re¬ 
sumed them as soon as he 
“completed” his “treatment.” 
His employer, the Catholic 
Church, did its best to conceal 


his depredations; this re- 
squired not offering any assis¬ 
tance to his victims. 

Numbers are still being 
compiled. In Chicago, Arch¬ 
bishop Bernardin has re¬ 
moved 23 parish priests for 
molestation in the past two 
years. Critics of the church 
claim that tens of thousands 
of priests molested hundreds 
of thousands of children over 
the past four decades. The 
Pope, no less, has offered his 
moral support in removing 
wayward churchmen who 
abuse the highest authority to 
perpetuate the basest of 
crimes. 

Despite such lofty assur¬ 
ances, some victims are turn¬ 
ing to more mundane solu¬ 
tions: a class action suit has 
been filed in Camden, New 
Jersey, against the National 
Catholic Conference of Bish¬ 
ops and the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. The plaintiffs

claim that priests used “fear 
and reprisals” to silence their 
victims and that their bishops 
covered for them when final¬ 
ly caught. In an unusual twist, 
it charges them under the 
new RICO “anti-racketeering” 
laws designed to trap the 
Mafia — an added insult to all 
those Italian Cardinals. 

The RICO angle may have 
more importance than mere 
insult value. According to my 
friend Libby, convictions un¬ 
der RICO can allow the Feds 
to seize everything owned by 
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the criminal. She points out 
that U.S. Catholic church has 
“deep pockets,” even if you 
only count real estate; a big 
judgement against them could 
really pay off. Maybe they 
wouldn’t get every cathedral 
in the country, but they could 
get enough to turn a few “Our 
Lady of the Suffering Mass¬ 
es” hospitals (which currently 
won’t provide abortions) into 
feminist women’s health cen¬ 
ters supporting a full range of 
family planning. 

What with hundreds of 
thousands of victims now 
reaching legal age, the num¬ 
ber of potential suits could fi¬ 
nancially ruin the U.S. 
Catholic Church, tax-free, 
member-subsidized though it 
is. This partly explains the re¬ 
cent Papal spin control on the 
issue. But spin it hard as you 
can, it just won’t go away. 
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Pedophiliac priest poster 
child 

All sorts of corollary issues 
are raised. The Church offi¬ 
cially takes a very anti-sex 
stand. Its priests aren’t just 
supposed to be straight, but 
celibate as well. Now it turns 
out that behind this erotopho- 
bic facade they were all 
humping like bunnies, coerc¬ 
ing their victims with threats 
of damnation. And that their 
superiors knew about this 
and — assuming they didn’t 
outright participate — winked 
at the practice, protecting the 
perpetrators by whisking 
them across the county or 
country if necessary. Can it be 
that these great men of reli¬ 
gion don’t take their own doc¬ 
trine very seriously? 

The Church’s lenient atti¬ 
tude towards accused and 
convicted priests is mirrored 
by their coldness to victims of 
acknowledged molesters. No 
apologies were offered, no 
counseling provided, no rec¬ 
ompense provided of spiritu¬ 
al, financial, or emotional re¬ 
sources. It has — from the 
Pope down — proclaimed its 
readiness to help victims heal 
from now on, but for the past 
thousand years or so it has 
simply Denied Everything 
with remarkable effective¬ 
ness. Did the church’s hierar¬ 
chy really care so little for 
their official stance favoring 
confession of sins and assis¬ 
tance to the needy? 

Since no one can say exact¬ 
ly how much child sexual 
abuse goes on in this country 
overall, it’s difficult to calcu¬ 
late the Catholic (and other) 
Church’s proportion of the to¬ 
tal. But that figure does seem 
rather large. Certainly no oth¬ 
er single group in the country 
contains nearly as many ac¬ 
cused and/or convicted pe¬ 
dophiles. NAMBLA had 
about 50 people at its last con¬ 
vention; probably very few of 
them had ever been convicted 
of anything more serious than 
showing a young teen pornog¬ 
raphy. Compare this to thou¬ 
sands of priests currently 
charged with theologically co¬ 
ercing and molesting young 
children. NAMBLA, by itself, 
could hardly staff more than a 
couple of parishes, while the 
Catholic Church comfortably 
covers 188 dioceses. 

The mainstream coverage 
of this issue has almost com¬ 
pletely avoided the topic of 
homosexuality per se. The 
vague impression one gets is 
that most priests molested 
both genders indiscriminate¬ 
ly. While this was certainly 
the case with Father Porter, 
the Pedophiliac Priest Poster 
Child, there must have been 
some exclusively homosexual 
priests: but they remain safely 
obscured. Apparently, poly¬ 
morphous perversity is seen 


as less socially demeaning 
than simple homosexuality. 
What with all the military 
ban stuff and bashing going 
on, the Queers are happy not 
to take up the cause of mo¬ 
lesting priests. And the 
Catholics appear equally hap¬ 
py to avoid debating the de¬ 
gree of homosexuality in their 
ranks. So a modus operandi 
of mutual avoidance of the 
topic is practiced, tactfully 
supported by the media. 

Maybe this is all just unfor¬ 
tunate coincidence. It so hap¬ 
pens that the entry criteria for 
the priesthood almost selects 
for sexual perverts. Once se¬ 
lected, the priestly career 
gives them unusually good 
opportunities to supervise 
children. And, if they abuse 
this authority and their young 
charges, it is naturally most 
convenient to simply transfer 
them instead of going 
through the messy process of 
cashiering them. 

No conspiracy is necessar¬ 
ily at hand, just the (un)natu- 
ral course of events. The 
church could scrutinize candi¬ 
dates more thoroughly: but it 
is already facing a dramatic 
shortage of priests. AIDS has 
a cut a surprisingly wide 
swath through priesthood’s 
supposedly celibate ranks. It 
could double its pool of po¬ 
tential priests by allowing 
women, but theology forbids 
this. And who’s to say this 
would reduce molestation? 
I’ve heard horror stories 
aplenty about the nuns who 
run those Catholic schools 
(which your tax dollars may 
soon subsidize); maybe these 
are just the tip of the iceberg. 

Defenders of the Church 
will no doubt claim that these 
are a few isolated incidents, 
some “bad apples” that 
slipped by even their divine 
eye. But the number of rapid¬ 
ly proliferating lawsuits de¬ 
bunks that defense. Why have 
they ignored and promoted 
this behavior for so long? 
Does this signify some inher¬ 
ent flaw in their doctrine? 
How could they be such bla¬ 
tant hypocrites? Why were 
Federal and local authorities 
so slow to either recognize or 
prosecute the offenders? 

To the intense discomfort 
of the Catholic Hierarchy, cur¬ 
rently busy denouncing ho¬ 
mosexuality and “pagan fem¬ 
inism,” these questions are be¬ 
ing raised in hearings all 
across the country. If it has to 
answer for its crimes in an 
earthly court, instead of mere¬ 
ly before a divine judge, the 
Catholic Church may have to 
pay dearly for them before 
long. ▼

Bigotry Goes to College 

Gay Course 'Scares' Student into UrgingDonors To End Support

KENT, Ohio — A group of 
Kent State University stu¬ 
dents say they will ask pri¬ 
vate and corporate university 
donors to end financial sup¬ 
port for the school if it adopts 
a gay studies course. 

Richard Heinz, a student 
and a member of the student 
group Friends Among Na¬ 
tions, believes the course 
would promote “the gay 
lifestyle” 

Heinz said his organization 
plans to write letters to the 
donors asking them to end fi¬ 
nancial support of the univer¬ 
sity if Kent State introduces 
the course into its curriculum. 


The course is being pro¬ 
posed by sociology instructors 
Beth Rushing and Robert 
Johnson and is awaiting ap¬ 
proval from KSU’s Educa¬ 
tional Policies Council. The 
proposal already has received 
approval from the depart¬ 
ment heads and staff. 

“It is an important part of 
life,” said Rushing. “In sociol¬ 
ogy we talk about social insti¬ 
tutions and social behaviors. 
And that is what this is.” 

Heinz said he and mem¬ 
bers of the Friends Among 
Nations group feels the 
course is a way of institution¬ 
alizing the special interests of 
gay ideology. 

“It scares me, because I be¬ 


lieve they are trying to push a 
gay ideology on students,” he 
said. “And, of course, as aca¬ 
demic bureaucrats they are 
going to push this off as a le¬ 
gitimate course.” 

KSU Student Alyssa Noel 
Lamb, executive director for 
the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
Union-Kent, said she believes 
the course would be useful. 

“They [Heinz’s group] are 
not happy and will continue 
to be unhapy,” Lamb said. “It 
is not a course on whether 
they [gays] have civil rights. It 
is a course about the develop¬ 
ment of their lifestyle. I think 
it is something that they can 
learn about.” ▼ 


Gay Father Figure 
Wins Custody of 'Daughter'

LOS ANGELES - A gay 
man who has no genetic link 
to a five-year-old girl has been 
granted parental custody, be¬ 
cause he helped raise her 
from infancy and was deemed 
a better caretaker than her 
mother. 

Legal experts say it is un¬ 
usual for a court to grant cus¬ 
tody rights to a non-biological 
father when no one is con¬ 
tending the mother is unfit. 

Kevin Thomas, 43, who 
lives in Van Nuys with a 
longtime companion, has had 
temporary custody of the girl 
since February. 


In a closed hearing Tues¬ 
day, June 29, Los Angeles Su¬ 
perior Court Judge Martha 
Goldin awarded Thomas pri¬ 
mary custody. His attorney, 
Glen Schwartz, said outside 
the hearing that the judge 
considered Thomas a “better 
caretaker.” 

The girl’s mother, Cather¬ 
ine Thomas of Thousand 
Oaks, was given visitation 
rights for some weekends, 
weekdays and holidays. She 
and her attorney refused to 
comment on the ruling. 

Catherine Thomas and 
Kevin Thomas — who 
changed his name from Mc¬ 
Cain about four years ago to 


match the girl’s — had a 17- 
year platonic friendship. Be¬ 
cause the biological father 
had no interest in raising the 
girl, Catherine put Kevin’s 
name on the birth certificate. 

His attorney said Thomas 
immediately bonded with 
Courtney and began spending 
as much time with her as her 
mother did, taking her to and 
from doctors and education 
specialists. Courtney is mildly 
retarded. 

Courtney’s natural father 
filed a paternity claim in re¬ 
sponse to Kevin Thomas’s pe¬ 
tition, but the judge dismissed 
it because the father never ap¬ 
peared in court. ▼

should be no problem; if, as 
even her detractors admit, 
she keeps up the hard work, 
continues to get good press, 
and avoids the personal in¬ 
fighting that dominates the 
board, she will most likely be¬ 
come the next Board presi¬ 
dent and a run for mayor 
would probably become a 
real likely scenario in 1995. 
But for the moment, Carole 
Migden, unlike a couple of 
others, isn’t spending all her 
time being seemingly ob¬ 
sessed with becoming mayor. 

Incidentally, as one veteran 
city politician told me last 
week, “despite all his trou¬ 
bles, the tendency to rule him 
out, etc., if enough candidates 
get into this thing the next 
time around, don’t be sur¬ 
prised if Frank Jordan fools 
them all again.” 

When President Clinton 
spoke here Monday to the 
convention of the National 
Education Association, he 
was the first president to do 
so since Jimmy Carter ad¬ 
dressed the group more than 
a dozen years ago; education 
was obviously not a priority 
during the Reagan-Bush 
years. 

And how about the Wash¬ 
ington press corps getting it all 
wrong (and egg on faces every¬ 
where) with that blown-up sto¬ 


ry weeks ago about President 
Clinton messing up the air 
traffic at the L.A. airport dur¬ 
ing the famous haircut caper; 
according to the records of the 
Republican-appointed Federal 
Aviation Administration, ob¬ 
tained by Newsday through 
the Freedom of Information 
Act, the now-famous May 18 
haircut caused absolutely no 
planes to circle, blocked no 
runways, and caused no sched¬ 
uled flights to be delayed. 
Must have been a slow news 
day for the pompous Washing¬ 
ton press corp; a classic exam¬ 
ple of the self-righteous press 
group that follows the presi¬ 
dent choosing symbolism over 
substance (or truth), and of 
why these arrogant jerks are 
fast losing credibility. 

Make no mistake, the pro- 
choice movement suffered a 
real setback last week when 
the Supreme Court ruled that 
federal civil rights laws do not 
empower local judges to break 
up blockades of abortion clin¬ 
ics; the 6-3 high court decision 
narrowed the interpretation of 
an old civil rights law de¬ 
signed to protect blacks from 
Ku Klux Klan mobs. Many 
judges had ruled that women 
seeking abortions could use 
the law to protect themselves 
from mobs of abortion 
protesters, but the Supreme 
Court last week ruled that the 
law did not apply in abortion 
disputes, with Justices Black- 
mun, Stevens, and O’Connor 
voting in the dissent. 

I know no more than any¬ 
one else does on this matter, 
but with the July 15 deadline 
fast approaching, President 
Clinton and top Pentagon offi¬ 
cials are said to be at an im¬ 
passe on the controversial gays 


in the military issue; longtime 
Clinton friend and respected 
gay rights activist David Mixn- 
er and other activists have met 
quietly with White House 
aides several times this past 
week, hoping to convince 
them that the president could 
prevail over a congressional 
challenge should he decisively 
lift the ban; we’ll soon know 
the outcome on this one. 

In Providence, Rhode Is¬ 
land, last week, a boisterous 
protest followed a House vote 
to kill gay rights legislation for 
the ninth consecutive year; the 
bill would have barred bias in 
housing, jobs, credit, and pub¬ 
lic accommodations. 

And The Advocate, hand¬ 
ing out its “dubious honors” 
for 1993, gave its “Rhyme 
With No Reason Award” to 
Representative James Quillen 
(R-Tennessee) for joking at a 
fund raising dinner honoring 
Abraham Lincoln, “Ashes to 
ashes, dust to dust, if Rock 
Hudson loved women, he’d 
still be among us.” 

Patricia Ireland, an avowed 
bisexual who has many 
friends in San Francisco, was 
overwhelmingly re-elected 
president at the 27th annual 
National Organization for 
Women (NOW) convention in 
Boston last weekend. 

Finally, a reader wrote to 
thank me for printing Jerry 
Falwell’s toll-free number re¬ 
cently, and noted that Pat 
Robertson, too, has one where 
followers are urged to call and 
order anti-gay video cassettes 
(1-800-289-1777). Why not call 
the Reverend Pat’s number 
and let the hateful bigot know 
how you feel about his homo¬ 
phobia as well; Pat gets to pay 
the phone bill. ▼

'Billboards 'Puts theJoffreyBack on the Ballet Map 

Survival of the Fittest 


by Eric Heilman 

T he Joffrey Ballet is 
back and, in case you 
didn’t already know, 
they’re back with a 
vengeance. The fervor of the 
Joffrey’s return is fueled by 
what every arts organization 
loves best: a box office hit. 
The current success story is 
called Billboards and it’s an 
evening-length ballet set to a 
compendium of tunes by 
Prince, the elusive pretender 
to the throne of art rock. 

The apparent triumph of 
Billboards (it resulted in sold- 
out houses in Chicago and 
Washington, D.C.) is good 
news for a company that 
seemed destined for extinc¬ 
tion a little more than a year 
ago. Since 1988, when Robert 
Joffrey, the company’s 
founder and guiding light 
died, the troupe has weath¬ 
ered a host of troubles. 

Difficulties have included a 
failed coup among Board 
members who sought to oust 
Artistic Director Gerald 
Arpino; serious cash flow 
problems; the loss of key 
company members to AIDS; 
and a dance repertoire which 
often seemed unfocused and 
uninspired — resulting in 
recognition for historical re¬ 
constructions while failing to 
deliver any clear contempo¬ 
rary profile. 

Today, and despite the 
continuing shadow of a $1.8 
million accumulated deficit, 


the Joffrey — the most Ameri¬ 
can of all classical dance com¬ 
panies — seems to be in much 
more secure hands. Having 
survived both financial set¬ 
backs and betrayal by trusted 
colleagues, director Arpino 
speaks with an intriguing 
mixture of bravado and gen¬ 
uine strength born out of ad¬ 
versity. 

History Lesson 

Arpino’s history and the 
Joffrey’s are virtually insepa¬ 
rable. He began as one of the 
company’s original dancers

and subsequently became the 
founder’s most valued artistic 
associate and personal com¬ 
panion. Arpino also served as 
the company’s principal 
choreographer, creating sem¬ 
inal, signature pieces like 
Trinity (1971) and Sacred 


Grove on Mount Talmalpais 
- (1972). However, since Robert 
Joffrey’s death, Arpino has 
been relatively inactive as a 
choreographer, concentrating 
instead on the company’s ad¬ 
ministrative and financial du¬ 
ties. 

Sitting in his spacious, me¬ 
mento-filled office at the com¬ 
pany’s City Center headquar¬ 
ters on West 56th Street in 
New York City, Arpino still 
expresses shock, even out¬ 
rage, at the perpetrators of 
foul deeds past. He explains, 
“I felt absolutely betrayed by 
a number of key people 
\yhom I felt I could trust. 
Now, because I’ve weathered 
all of these obstacles, and be¬ 
cause of a small cadre of 
apostles, I’ve become stronger 
as an artistic director.” 

Arpino believes that the 
company’s recent difficulties 
have all been due principally 
to “mismanagement” of re¬ 
sources. He apparently does 
not include himself, despite 
his position as artistic direc¬ 
tor, in any past management 
hierarchy and he denies any 
drift in the company’s artistic 
profile. Arpino cites new bal¬ 
lets by Alonzo King and Pe¬ 
ter Pucci as evidence of the 
Joffrey’s continuing vitality 
and he mentions the success 
of a recent revival of Leonide 
Massine’s Les Presages. Be¬ 
ing polite, and more interest¬ 
ed in other matters, I do not 
remind him that the critical 
response to the new ballets 
Second of Two Sections 


was lukewarm and that his¬ 
torical revivals are nearly al¬ 
ways a safe bet. 

Spill the Wine 

Arpino speaks with great 
enthusiasm about Billboards, 
the company’s current hit, 
featuring choreography by 
Laura Dean, Charles Moul¬ 
ton, Margo Sappington and 
Peter Pucci. “Billboards,” h e 
believes, “shows the tremen¬ 
dous range of what is possible 
in American dance. And this 
does not diminish the fact 
that we are, essentially, a clas¬ 
sical company. But you might 
say I’m a classicist with 
Dionysian impulses.” 

Now there’s a great line. 
But after watching an hour of 
Billboards rehearsal, it’s also 
seems like a statement many 
would find hard to believe. 
The choreography, at least by 
Sappington and Pucci, is less 
classicism-with-an-edge and 
more Broadway-meets-disco 
with a few street dance turns. 
It’s sexy and sleek and defi¬ 
nitely fun to watch. But does 
Billboards draw on the 
decade or more of training re¬ 
quired to create a ballet 
dancer? I think not. 

Arpino makes a strong 
case for the artistic viability 
of this new work. “First of 
all,” he says, “I want to make 
clear that we’re doing Bill¬ 
boards for artistic reasons. 
My concept is to capture the 
rhythm and style of young

The 
II London Times Lit- 
I I erary Supplement 
4 ^ JL called him a writer 
whose books would enrich 
American culture, and the of- 
ten-crotchety Kirkus Reviews 
compared him to E.L. Doc- 
torow. He’s daring, breaking 
new literary ground with his 
stories about what it’s like to 
grow up black and gay in 
white America. He’s prolific, 
having just finished his fourth 
novel in less than a decade. 
He’s popular here and in Eu¬ 
rope. For some novelists, it 
would be time to sit back, 
take a deep breath, and watch 
the publishers battle over 
rights to the next book. But 
for Steven Corbin, it’s still 
not like that. For him, the 
struggle continues. 

“The publishing industry 
has not been very kind to 
me,” Corbin says. “I still feel 
like I have so much to prove. 
When I sold my first novel. 
No Easy Place to Be, to Si¬ 
mon and Schuster in 1987, I 
remember thinking, ‘I’m over 
the hurdle, I’m on the other 
side of the canyon.’ But when 
it came time to sell the sec¬ 
ond book, they said, ‘We 
think this is really a wonder¬ 
ful piece of work, it’s even an 
important piece of work, but 
it’s not for us.’” That book 
was Fragments That Remain, 
first published in England in 
1990 but not published here 
until this spring when Alyson 
Press brought it out in hard¬ 
cover. Corbin believes the sto¬ 
ry about racism in an interra¬ 
cial gay relationship makes 
many American editors un¬ 
comfortable. 

“I’m writing about stuff 
that nobody’s writing about. I 
don’t know of another con¬ 
temporary novel that’s really 
dealing very confrontationally 
with racism in interracial rela¬ 
tionships in America in gay 
couples. I don’t know of any¬ 
body else who’s written a 
novel about AIDS from a 
multicultural standpoint (the 
topic of his third novel, A 
Hundred Days From Now, 
to be published next spring). 
These are good pieces of 
work that it’s taken a long 
time to sell.” Corbin, whose 
work sells quickly in Great 
Britain, blames racism in the 
American publishing indus¬ 
try. 

Inherently Racist 

“I think this business is in¬ 
herently, institutionally racist. 
There are certain artistic pro¬ 
fessions remaining in Ameri¬ 
ca where, I feel, they system¬ 
atically try to keep blacks out: 
ballet, opera, and letters. We

(pun intended) in January. 

Lopez’s film is an “update” 
of Arthur Schnitzler’s nearly 
100-year-old La Ronde —10 
dialogues that reflected on the 
state of sexuality in the 1890s, 
each succeeding tete-a-tete in¬ 
cluding a participant from the 
one that preceded it. Hover¬ 
ing over Schnitzler’s wary but 
nonjudgmental drama was 
the threat of syphilis; the par¬ 
allels to the AIDS era proved 
‘ ‘ irresistib le’ ’ to writer/director 
Lopez. 

As Unsated As Ever 

No surprise, desire re¬ 
mains as uncontrollable as 
ever. What’s lacking in Chain 
is Schnitzler’s quiet insight 
into the human psyche. The 
portrait of desire and its 
quirks the playwright sketch¬ 
es in La Ronde is remark¬ 
ably sophisticated, especially 
when one considers that a 
contemporary discussion of 
lust and love in Western soci¬ 
ety in the 1890s, Kraft- 
Ebbing’s Psychopathia Sexu- 
alis, deemed masturbation a 
sure sign of moral degenera¬ 
cy. 

Lopez is more than adept 
at creating a sense of place, in 
this case hip, angst-ridden 
Manhattan. His camera is al¬ 
ways in an interesting spot, 
and he uses light as an editing 
tool exceedingly well. 

Unfortunately, his take on 
sex in the not-so-gay 1990s 
lacks the nuance of its inspira¬ 
tion. Some of Chain’s vi¬ 
gnettes are amusing, and one 
or two are canny, but Lopez 
is more of a peeping Tom. — 
though one with a flair — than 
perceptive observer. After an 
hour, peering over his shoul¬ 
der wears pretty thin. 

Sexy singer Alma (Linda 
Fiorentino, as sultry as ever) 
gets things underway after re¬ 
ceiving an upsetting phone 
call from an obviously ill ex¬ 
lover. She rushes off to a 
Catholic church under recon¬ 
struction and sobs so profuse¬ 
ly that a painter named Jesus 
(Elias Koteas) comes down off 
his ladder (duh) to seduce her. 
He turns out to have a family, 
and he has to rush home, 
where he makes love to his 
wife. 

The wife pops up in the 
next scene as an unwilling 
maid/playmate to the million¬ 
aire right before the middle- 
aged dominatrix (Grace 
Zabriskie) makes things “al¬ 
most perfect” for Mr Big- 
bucks — until that fateful nail 
breaks. And so on, until the 
climactic Rear Window-e sque 
three-way involving a straight 
man and woman — and a gay 
guy who tags along for the 
ride. 


The gay guy is such an af¬ 
terthought to these proceed¬ 
ings that one wonders what 
prompted the New York les- 
bian/gay film fest to choose 
Chain — which also features a 
tryst between bisexual Mal¬ 
colm McDowell and a cornfed 
hustler that ends with Mc¬ 
Dowell being blackmailed 
(how retro can you get?) — as 
its closing-night entry. 

The film isn’t anti-gay by 
any means, but although 
Lopez deserves credit for em¬ 
bracing gay characters, 
Chain is hardly so forward in 
outlook as to warrant such 
pride of place. Must have 
been those ACT UP demo 
scenes that lured in the pro¬ 
grammers. 

Chain’s two best scenes 
revolve around the lechery of 
Mel, a fiftyish painter played 
by Seymour Cassel. While his 
wife is home fielding ques¬ 
tions from their son about 
how babies are made, he’s 
busily but unsuccessfully at¬ 
tempting to get into the pants 
of teen-age Diana (Holly 
Marie Combs, who very near¬ 
ly trumps Juliette Lewis’ 
nymphet in Cape Fear). 

Diana plays the tease mer¬ 
cilessly, getting Mel so hot he 
can taste it before giggling 
her way out of his clutches. 

Sexy Guy 

Unlike many male direc¬ 
tors, Lopez knows how to 
make a guy look sexy, which 
he does the next day with Joe 
(Kevin Conroy) who’s stretch¬ 
ing a canvas in Mel’s studio. 
As Joe (Kevin Conroy) staples 
away, his rear to tne camera, 
Mel’s wife Cleo (Assumpta

Serna) listens to Diana on the 
message machine asking if 
she left her purse at the stu¬ 
dio the night before. 

Joe’s had one eye on Cleo 
all the while he’s been work¬ 
ing, so when she grabs his 
shapely butt in anger more 
than lust, he’s all too willing 
to overlook her motivation. 
The two roll around with het¬ 
erosexual abandon on a par¬ 
tially painted, still wet canvas 
until Mel catches them in the 
act. 

Schnitzler ends his play 
with the 10th dialogue, con¬ 
tent to let the characters he 
presents speak for them¬ 
selves. Max Ophuls, who ti¬ 
died up La Ronde for 1950s 
French audiences, supplied a 
sympathetic narrator who 
softened the reality of the 
events portrayed, but for the 
most part maintained Schnit¬ 
zler’s dispassionate tone. 

Lopez can’t resist rounding 
up everyone at Alma’s club 
for a bathetic song about how 
she’s doing the best she can 
and is longing for the day 
when she won’t be “a 
stranger on this earth” any 
more. The whining closer be¬ 
trays one last time the mushy 
sentimentality underlying 
Chain that the production is 
too chic to admit up front. ▼

Jerry Aronson's 
'The Life and Times of 
Alien Ginsberg' 


Poet at the 
Center 


by Roberto Friedman 

A llen Ginsberg sits at 
the center of 20th- 
century American po¬ 
etry like a bespecta¬ 
cled Buddha. Through the 
cultural repression of the ‘50s, 
anarchic tumult of the ‘60s, 
cynical backlash of the ’70s, 
and renewed cultural repres¬ 
sion of the ‘80s and ‘90s, Gins¬ 
berg has composed his poet¬ 
ry, spearheaded social protest, 
and somehow never lost his 
cool. Now, after working on 
the project for ten years, film¬ 
maker Jerry Aronson has pro¬ 
duced the first movie biogra¬ 
phy of the man, The Life and 
Times of Allen Ginsberg. 

Aronson’s documentary is 
liberally sprinkled with price¬ 
less footage of Ginsberg’s 
readings and television ap¬ 
pearances, but the backbone 
of the film is a set of inter¬ 
views with the poet’s rela¬ 
tives. An aunt recalls that 
even as a boy, Allen always 
had “a sympathy for people in 
trouble.” These troubled souls 
include his mother, Naomi, 
whose mental illness an¬ 
guished the family and ulti¬ 
mately led to her commit¬ 
ment to a mental asylum, 
where she died. Naomi’s ef¬ 
fect on her son’s life and 
work was immense; Kaddish, 
one of Ginsberg’s major po¬ 
ems, is a coming-to-terms 
with her death. Less known 
(at least to me) is the influ¬ 
ence of his father, who was 
also a lyric poet, if a far more 
conventional one. The Life 
and Times contains a rare 
clip of Ginsbergs senior and 
junior giving a reading togeth¬ 
er in the ’70s. 

Although this filmic biog¬ 
raphy is divided, perhaps a 
trifle too conveniently, into 
decades (in the manner of my

oversimplified lead para¬ 
graph), the heart of the docu¬ 
mentary is really with the 
Beat and Vietnam eras. We 
sense the magnetism and ap¬ 
peal mentors such as William 
S. Burroughs and Jack Ker- 
ouac had for the young poet, 
as he quickly became their in¬ 
timate and peer. We see Gins¬ 
berg advocating non-violence 
in the teeth of the police bru¬ 
tality outside the 1968 Demo¬ 
cratic Convention. Though 
Mayor Daley-run Chicago still 
comes off as a police state,

Ginsberg lays the blame for 
Nixon’s slim victory — and the 
resultant escalation of the 
Vietnam War — at the feet of 
the revolutionary left, who, he 
says, scared off liberals from 
their great white daddy, 
Humphrey. His is a deter¬ 
minedly Buddhist perspec¬ 
tive, seeking balance in all 
things, not allowing his soul 
to be kept captive by either 
the right or the left. 


Smart Strategy 

Certainly Ginsberg has 
never been afraid of conserva¬ 
tives. A guest on Firing Line , 
he refuses to be goaded by 
the loathsome smug reptile 
William F. Buckley into de¬ 
fending himself against petty 
jibes about his long hair. In¬ 
stead, he launches right into a 


David Cannon Dashiell 
July4,1952-June 30,1993 


David Cannon Dashiell 
died at Mount Zion Hospital 
in San Francisco on the 
evening of June 30, 1993, after 
a long and courageous battle 
with AIDS. 

An important member of 
the Bay Area art community, 
Dashiell was born in Tokyo, 
Japan, on Independence Day, 
1952. Dashiell’s work was 
most recently acknowledged 
by the Artists Committee of 
the San Francisco Art Insti¬ 
tute, who selected him as the 
1993 Adaline Kent Award 
winner. The award is be¬ 
stowed annually by the 
Artists Committee to a “tal¬ 
ented, promising, and deserv¬ 
ing California artist.” 
Dashiell’s Adaline Kent 
Award exhibition, Queer 


Mysteries, closed July 3 at 
the Walter/McBean Gallery at 
the San Francisco Art Insti¬ 
tute. 

Dashiell’s work was exhib¬ 
ited extensively, including 
shows at Hallwalls, Buffalo, 
New York; Beyond Baroque, 
Venice, California; New Lang- 
ton Arts, San Francisco; 
Artspace, San Francisco; and 
the Parker-Zanic Gallery, Los 
Angeles. Dashiell participated 
in several thematic group 
shows relating to AIDS, in¬ 
cluding “AIDS — The Artists’ 
Response” at the Wexner 
Center for the Visual Arts at 
Ohio State University, Colum¬ 
bus, and the recent Visual 
Aid exhibition at the San 
Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art Rental Gallery. He co-cu- 


rated “Without,” an exhibition 
last year at The LAB in San 
Francisco that dealt with loss 
due to the AIDS epidemic. In 
addition to the Adaline Kent 
Award, Dashiell also received 
an NEA Regional Fellowship 
and Artspace support grants. 
He received both his BFA 
and MFA from the California 
Institute of the Arts, Valencia, 
California. 

A gathering to celebrate 
Dashiell’s life and work was 
held at the Walter/McBean 
Gallery at the San Francisco 
Art Institute on Sunday, July 
4, 1993. The day marked 
Dashiell’s 41st birthday. Con¬ 
tributions in Dashiell’s mem¬

poem (his strategy, as well, 
for dealing with the different¬ 
ly but in some ways no less 
smarmy Dick Cavett). Al¬ 
ways, the genius and prophe¬ 
cy of his vision prevail. 

Ginsberg is a great gay 
poet in the tradition of Whit¬ 
man: both nurtured their 
community of comrades and 
lovers through the example of 
their lives and poetry. Both 
changed the landscape of 
American poetry with their 
work. Now in his late sixties, 
Ginsberg has not languished. 
He has seen the publication of 
his Collected Poems and 
White Shroud, exhibited his 
photographs, and kept up, a 
full schedule of readings, in¬ 
cluding one last month in 
NYC in memory of Carl 
Solomon, to whom Howl 
was dedicated. 

Aronson’s film includes a 
scene of Ginsberg offering a 
gloss on his photographs, 
which were shown here at 
the Robert Koch Gallery in 
1991. They are a fascinating 
window into his world and lu¬ 
minary circles spanning 30 
years, and in some ways more 
revelatory and candid than 
the film, which is ultimately 
constrained by the bonds of 
its chosen format. Public ap¬ 
pearances and talking head 
interviews compose a more 
formal and less spontaneous 
portrait than this poet de- 
serves. 

Still, The Life and Times 
of Allen Ginsberg is a valu¬ 
able addition to Ginsberg lore 
and obviously a labor of love 
on Aronson’s part. The film is 
further evidence that Gins¬ 
berg has always been right 
there at the Buddhist center 
of creative life in America 
these last 40 years. ▼

A live recording of The 
San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus’s concert in Davies 
Symphony Hall on March 27, 
1993, has been released on 
CD ($15) and cassette ($10) — 
good news for the chorus’s 
fans. 

Brahms, Bernstein 8s The 
Boys! is an ambitious musical 
undertaking, and as is almost 
always the case in recording 
actual concerts, there are 
parts that are less than per¬ 
fect. But these are often offset 
by the sense of the occasion 
which comes through, such as 
the audience’s delight in Lisa 
Gray’s rendition of Candide’s 
“I Am Easily Assimilated.” 

The boys sound much 
more comfortable singing 
Bernstein than Brahms, and 
the most relaxed, infectious 
performances are during 
Wayne Love’s delightful ar¬ 
rangements of music from 
On the Town, Wonderful 
Town, West Side Story, and 


Candide. Familiar lines, such 
as “There’s a place for us, a 
time and place for us,” take 
on a new, poignant meaning 
when sung by 150 gay men. 
The beginning of “Glitter and 
Be Gay” (“And here I am ... 
Forced to glitter! Forced to 
be gay!”) is doubly funny in 
such a context, even though 
Leslie Shull often sounds 
overtaxed by Bernstein’s 
fiendish vocal writing. (The 
audience obviously loved her 
rendition, but to hear a truly 
great “Glitter and Be Gay,” 
listen to Barbara Cook on the 
original Candide cast album.) 

The concert begins with 
two works commissioned by 
the chorus: Robert Seeley’s 
listenable “Everyone Sang!” 
and Conrad Susa’s skillful, ap- 
propriate arrangement of 
Brahms’ “Four Serious 
Songs.” 

The chorus deserves kudos 
for tackling Brahms’ monu¬ 
mental work and in so doing 
undoubtedly introducing it to 
many people who would nev¬ 
er go to a lieder recital and 
hear it in the original setting 
for solo bass voice. On this 
(world-premiere) occasion, the 
performers sound rather ten¬ 
tative, both musically and 
emotionally. Since this is a 
piece the chorus can grow 
into over time, as well as one 
which offers our community 


genuine solace, I hope the 
chorus will keep it in its 
repertoire. (To hear Brahms’ 
“Four Serious Songs” in the 
original setting, get Alexan¬ 
der Kipnis’ great classic 
recording.) 

Two short choral pieces by 
Mozart round out the pro¬ 
gram. ▼ 


Life-Affirming 

'Legacies'

T he Northern Califor¬ 
nia premiere of Hid¬ 
den Legacies, a can¬ 
tata for the AIDS 
generation, will highlight the 
San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus concert on Saturday, 
July 10, at 8 p.m. at Davies 
Symphony Hall. 

Commissioned last year by 
the Gay Men’s Chorus of Los 
Angeles (who has since 
recorded it), the 40-minute 
work has already had an as¬ 
tonishing impact on the gay 
musical world, with nine dif¬ 
ferent organizations perform¬ 
ing it this year. 

John Bailey, director of the 
Gay Men’s Chorus of Los An¬ 
geles, approached composer 
Roger Bourland and asked 
him to compose “a cantata for 
the AIDS generation.” He 
was not interested in a re¬ 
quiem, but wanted a life-af¬ 
firming piece about how the 
epidemic has changed the gay 
community. 

Bourland, who is head of 
the composition program at 
UCLA, asked fellow UCLA 
professor John Hall for lyrics. 
The result is a cycle of sqyen 
songs which trace AIDS from 
the frantic, hedonistic ’70s 
(“Before the Storm”) through 
“The Nightmare” of not 
knowing why people were 
dying, the pain of being “Left 
Behind,” to a final affirma¬ 
tion, “We Sing.” 

Hall’s words are unflinch¬ 
ing and extraordinarily rich, 
capturing exactly the emo¬ 
tional depth in each of the 
seven movements, from the 
razor-sharp irony of “Di¬ 
nosaur” (“You’re the very last 
one to remember me witty.... 
The wit’s been replaced by an 
acidic tongue/There are lines 
on my face, I’m no longer 
young. ... For now I’m alone, 
for now there’s no more ‘us’/I 
know how she felt ... that last 
brontosaurus”) to the deeply 


moving “Hidden Legacies 
(Lullaby)” in which a lover re¬ 
leases his dying mate (“Your 
painful smile, your labored 
breath/Seem worse, by far, 
than simple death./Now, 
sleep, final sleep. Sleep”). 

Bourland’s eclectic score 
ranges from upbeat, contem¬ 
porary Broadway-type tunes 
(“Before the Storm”), to eerie, 
atmospheric electronic music 
one might expect in a good 
horror film (used brilliantly at 
the beginning of “The Night¬ 
mare”), to a bouncy 
country/western melody 
(“Left Behind”), to the pro¬ 
foundly moving a cappella 
setting of “Give Us a Death 
Undiminished.” The work is

scored for four synthesizers 
(one of which will be played 
by Bourland at Saturday’s 
concert), bass guitar, and 
drums. 

According to Scott Walton, 
executive director of the SF 
Gay Men’s Chorus, between 
each of the movements there 
is narration which is written 
flexibly, allowing performing 
groups to tailor Hidden Lega¬ 
cies more closely to their lo¬ 
cal situations. This fall the 
San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus will take the work to 
Sacramento, Chico, and other 
Northern California cities as 
part of its outreach program. 
T

Larry Myers' Twisted Gothic Renderings 

Tennessee Redux

K eith Haring’s My Idol 
is a mixed bag of 
short pieces in reper¬ 
tory from New York 
playwright Larry Myers. On 
press night, the main works 
were Tarantulas Dancing 
and Queen of the Hot Room, 
with short bits entitled Ty¬ 
rone Power, Florida, and 
Torch Singer. 

Myers is an academic 
whose mastery of the works 
of other playwrights, like 
Tennessee Williams, is some¬ 
times his downfall. Myers can 
create convincing low-life 
characters similar to those of 
the master of southern gothic 
madness, but he lacks 
Williams’ gift for smoothly 
moving the characters from 
fragile and disturbed to out¬ 
right crazy. In his longer, 
more ambitious pieces, My¬ 
ers’ people veer back and 
forth between red-hot solilo¬ 
quies on how they can’t stand 
it anymore, and amusing riffs 
on anti-psychotic medications, 
brown rice, Baptists, and dis¬ 
aster souvenirs. 


Schizophrenia 

This split is most glaring 
in Queen of the Hot Room. 
The problem isn’t that it’s not 
a good play. It could be either 
a good drama or a very good 
comedy, but this Queen can’t 
decide which one to be. The 
comic aspect is great — Ruby 


and Sherry are trailer park 
neighbors; Ruby is a patho¬ 
logical house deanery Sherry 
a walking nervous condition 
who once “popped Thorazine 
like Pez.” 

Sherry’s exploits while she 
was “whacked” provide good 
comic fodder. But then later 
in the piece, Ruby launches 
into an epic monologue on 
her self-destructive family and 
her frustration with her life, 
and the lives of the impover¬ 
ished factory workers around 
her. Actress Suzan Kendall, 
who resembles a zaftig Meryl 
Streep, does a great job per¬ 
forming both her comic and 
dramatic roles, and Mary Mil- 
ton is charming as Sherry. 
However, good acting can’t 
overcome a piece that feels 
like Steel Magnolias script- 
doctored by Sam Shepard. 

Spider Women 

There’s no such split in 
Tarantulas Dancing. This is 
pure Tennessee Williams, 
only Stella and Stanley have 
moved to the East Village, 
where Stella (named Mydar- 
lin here — how Deep South 
can you get?) dreams of a bet¬ 
ter life with a lesbian room¬ 
mate, a life that will allow her 
to attend gallery openings 
and “not see so many people 
with tattoos.” And Stanley 
(aka: Bucky) is a racist skin¬ 
head crank addict who’s 
flunked out of depilatory 
school.

The hate between these 
two ex-lovers bounces back 
and forth interminably, wear¬ 
ing down everybody in the

lin thrive on each other’s poi¬ 
sons. Dominik Overstreet per¬ 
fects the Stanley analogy by 
spending most of the piece 
with his shirt off. His job is to 
radiate a brutal sexuality and 
he does that in spades. 

The staging is minimal; 
props for a number of pieces 
are loaded onto a basically 
bare stage to minimize be- 
tween-act shuffling. The set¬ 
tings (a trailer, a studio apart¬ 
ment) are believable on the 
Marsh’s tiny stage. 

As a playwright, Myers is 
best in his short pieces, where 
he doesn’t have time to try 
and pack everything into one 
work. Tyrone Power is for¬ 


gettable, but Florida is an 
amusing tale of a bit-part ac¬ 
tor who uses the Method to 
project himself on a vacation 
he couldn’t possibly afford in 
real life. And Torch Singer i s 
nearly perfect — Mary Milton 
again, this time as a never- 
was lounge act who takes her 
revenge on apathetic audi¬ 
ences by, well, torching them. 
Every artist’s fantasy, of 
course. One can only hope the 
playwright demonstrates 
more patience toward his crit¬ 
ics. ▼

The Politics of Confession

T he potent combination 
of sex and religion 
can muster up some 
heady holy drama. In 
gay playwright Joe Pintauro’s 
The Dead Boy, now receiv¬ 
ing its world premiere in a 
San Francisco Theatre Pro¬ 
ject production at the Magic, 
there is riveting drama to 
spare. Pintauro, whose AIDS 
play, The Raft of the Medusa, 
had a successful run here last 
spring, delves into a richly 
dramatic world and comes up 
with a fascinating polemic. 

In Raft, Pintauro invaded 
an HIV-positive group thera¬ 
py session, and despite some 
stock characterizations and 
wooden dialogue, he created 
a moving look at the many 
facets of our current plague. 
In The Dead Boy, Pintauro, 
a former priest, dips his hand 
into the teeming holy water 
of Catholicism and comes up 
with a story ripped from the 
headlines: a respected priest, 
the leader of a rehabilitation 
center for wayward youth, is 
accused of sexually molesting 
one of the boys in his charge. 
Baptized in blood, drugs, re¬ 
pressed sexuality, and abuse 
of many kinds, The Dead 
Boy is a gratifying, com¬ 
pelling play with more than 
its share of problems. 

Idolatry 

From the opening sounds 
of church bells and organ 
chords, The Dead Boy hurls 
powerful religious images at 


the audience: the cardinal’s 
bright red skull cap and 
robes, the priests’ collars and 
billowing black robes, the 
dark sanctity of confession 
booths, and the omnipresent 
wrought-iron cross suspended 
above the stage. The drama 
inherent in these images is in¬ 
tense whether you’re Catholic 
or not; what Pintauro does

with these images sometimes 
enhances and expands the 
drama, and sometimes dilutes 
it. Pintauro’s sense of the dra¬ 
matic gives his play a grip¬ 
ping tension stemming from 
the questions that emerge 
from the plot: is the accused 
priest gay, although he says 
he’s straight? Is the accuser, a 
teenaged hustler, lying — the 
way he’s lied most of his life? 

The answers to the play’s 
mysteries are judiciously slow 
in coming. In playing out his 
drama, Pintauro once again 
employs too many easy 
routes, too many seen-them- 
before characters. The cardi¬ 
nal is a cigar-chomping anti- 
Semite whose spirituality 


only rarely transcends the 
business and politics of run¬ 
ning a successful church. The 
cardinal’s niece, Slim Eagle- 
ton, is a cynical former 
Catholic who also happens to 
be an ace reporter at the local 
newspaper. Her big scoop 
comes when she learns that 
beloved Father Robert Sheri¬ 
dan, the whiskey-swilling 
priest who runs the church’s 
successful street youth pro¬ 
gram, has perhaps been too 
successful in getting the 
young men to lay their hands 
on his religion. 

The reporter must recon¬ 
cile her bitter feelings for the 
church and her childhood 
feelings for Father Sheridan. 
But the real drama comes 
from the jaded priest who 
must face the truth and a 
“dead boy,” as the hopeless 
young hustlers refer to them¬ 
selves, who must recover 
himself. 


Soap Dish 

Too often Pintauro’s dia¬ 
logue is stilted, and though 
his characters frequently have 
something important or inter¬ 
esting to express, their words 
smack of soap opera empti¬ 
ness. The big issues dealing 
with religion as an archaic 
guilt machine, the media as 
the country’s moral police, 
and homosexuality as an 
abuse-centered horror float in 
and out of almost every scene 
while the actors struggle 
valiantly to shape real charac¬ 
ters out of the bombast.

As the accused Father 
Robert Sheridan, Lawrence 
Hecht gives an impassioned 
performance fraught with 
confusion and toppled faith. J. 
Todd Adams as the young 
hustler whose accusation 
brings Father Sheridan crash¬ 
ing to earth is vibrant, power¬ 
ful, and heartbreaking. Direc¬ 
tor Ed Hastings has rightly 
molded the rest of his cast 
around these two deftly exe¬ 
cuted performances. Marcia 
Pizzo as the crusty, Catholic- 
hating reporter gives exactly 
the kind of performance 
you’d expect from Jane Fonda 
in the movie version. She’s all 
false bravado and hard edge, 
then quivering little girl, but 
because Pizzo shares Fonda’s 
lack of depth, it all seems 
empty. The rest of the sup¬ 


porting cast is capable and 
Hecht’s production progresses 
at a comfortably tense pace. 

The play ends with some 
troubling conclusions about 
the power of the media, the 
role of priests, and the sugges¬ 
tion that perhaps, in an effort 
to keep from ruining the lives 
of those dependent upon it, 
the church should mind its 
own business and deal with 
internal scandal in its own 
way. These conclusions aside, 
it is in the very personal sto¬ 
ries of the priest and the hus¬ 
tler that the real power of 
Pintauro’s The Dead Boy 
rests. ▼

Big Finales 

Despite the huzzahs of a 
few, Pia’s concertizing de¬ 
stroys whatever credibility 
she has left, and should end 
her third performing career. 
The only thing she excels at 
is big finales, harshly belting 
the last notes of each song. 
Otherwise, she has faulty into¬ 
nation, difficulty with diction 
on all but the simplest songs, 
hard vowels, lackadaisical 
presentation, nothing to do 
with her hands, little compre¬ 


hension of and no dramatic 
context for her standard bal¬ 
lads, squinty eyes, squirrely 
cheeks, and the overall ap¬ 
pearance — despite her low- 
cut, strapless gowns — of a 
frightened 11 year old. 

And when Pia trots out 
her eight-year-old daughter 
for some numbers, strange el¬ 
ements of child abuse hover 
around the proceedings. The 
child, at least at this age, is 
wildly untalented. It’s rather 
ghoulish watching Pia re-en¬ 
act her parents’ mistake. 

Dismissing Ann Reinking, 
whose enviable talent still 
hasn’t clicked into stardom, 
one wag said, “She knows all 
the moves.” Pia, despite all 
her years of experience, 
doesn’t even know the moves. 
That she finds herself un¬ 
trained for anything besides 
performing does not mean 
that we need to buy tickets to 
her occupational therapy. 
Better she should work for 
AIDS charities or join Hadas- 
sah. And please, Pia, get 
your daughter off the stage. 
▼

Arson! The Dakota Series: No. 1 
by Cap Iversen; Alyson Publications, $7.95

A s a kid I sometimes 
bought cheap paper¬ 
back Westerns just 
for the hunky guys 
on the cover, six-guns dan¬ 
gling. Of course, it was al¬ 
ways disappointing that the 
men turned out to be straight, 
but one could often imagine a 
gay relationship between gun- 
fighters, cowboys, and the 
like. After all, most of the 
working men who invaded 
the West didn’t bring any girl¬ 
friends. 

In Arson! The Dakota Se¬ 
ries: No. 1, Cap Iversen has 
taken the familiar Western 
genre full of gunfighters, cat¬ 
tlemen battling English sheep 
farmers, murder and deceit, 
even endangered Native 
American tribes, and given it 
a light gay twist. 

Our gay narrator, Dakota 
Taylor, a for-hire gunman, is 
hired by Ben Colson, a col¬ 
lege-educated and strong- 
willed young man who reads 
Walt Whitman. Dakota affec¬ 
tionately calls him Junior. Col¬ 
son has returned from Har¬ 
vard to bury his family, who 
were violently murdered by a 


mysterious group of towns¬ 
men. 

The ready-made cliches of 
Western pulp have a gay man 
here to give a special perspec¬ 
tive, and although this book is 
no work of art, as genre fic¬ 
tion, it’s enjoyable. The ro¬ 
mantic entanglements be¬ 
tween Dakota; his sometimes 
fuck buddy Ryder (also a gun- 
fighter but on the other side 
this time); Zeth, the cattle¬ 
man’s gay son; and other men 
are all described in tame PG- 
13 fashion. The dryness of the 
desert, the sounds of horse 
hooves, and the smell of 
sweat are rendered in accu¬ 
rate and engaging detail. 

Both Colson and Dakota 
engage in a prolonged bit of 
distant flirting, but never con¬ 
summate their love until near 
the end. By its abrupt and ex¬ 
plosive climax, the book 
seems wide open for a sequel 
in which the sheep farmer 
and his new gun/boyfriend try 
to run a farm together — or 
maybe live on the lam as out¬ 
casts. Whatever the outcome, 
it’s nice to have a little es¬ 
capist Western to enjoy in be¬ 
tween all that “literature” on 
the gay market. ▼

To be 
nudged by her parents into a 
performing career, to know 
only that as her means of self- 
worth and validation — and to 
be so bad at it. But I feel 
worse for Pia’s audiences. 


I met the diminutive, 38- 
year-old performer in her 
suite at the Sheraton two 
days before the show, and 
Zadora, poised and direct, 
told me the facts. To help 
overcome her shyness, her 
parents enrolled her in acting 
classes when she was six. 
This therapy escalated to a ca¬ 
reer when a fluke audition 
landed the child on Broadway 
as Tallulah Bankhead’s co- 
star in Midgie Purvis, a 
quick flop. Ten years later, 
after small roles in Fiddler on 
the Roof, Promises, Promises, 
and Applause, she retired to 
marry. 


“I thought I’d stop working 
for a few years and get mar¬ 
ried, explore life and myself,” 
Pia told me. “Well, that was 
fine and dandy, except that it 
wasn’t enough for me. I dis¬ 
covered I wasn’t a social but-

terfly, couldn’t cook, and 
didn’t enjoy staying at home. 
Since I didn’t have kids then, 
I started doing nightclubs.” 

Largely because industry 
patriarch Leonard Feather en¬ 
dorsed her, she met with 
some success, recording sev¬ 


eral albums and opening for 
Frank Sinatra in an act creat¬ 
ed by Ron Fields. Then she 
decided to do films. 

“That’s when the shit hit 
the fan,” she said, disarming¬ 
ly.

filed a discrimination com¬ 
plaint with the city of Balti¬ 
more. 

In addition to the Indigo 
Girls, disappear fear Has 
toured with the likes of 
Suzanne Vega and the 
Smithereens. They performed 
at the 1993 March on Wash¬ 
ington for Lesbian/Gay/Bi 
Rights, and on their current 
national tour, proceeds from 
their two Colorado shows go 
to the “Undo 2” campaign to 
reverse the anti-gay legisla¬ 
tion in that state. 


If the Paradise is any indi¬ 
cation, disappear fear is a suc¬ 
cessful cross-over band, play¬ 
ing music about love, lust, 
life, and politics. You won’t 
find a more poignant heart- 
breaker than “Box of Tissues” 
or a better political anthem 
than “Sink the Censorship,” 
with the line “Hey, Jesse, just 
take one black man, one les¬ 
bian, one Lithuanian or any 
U.S. senator, cut open their 
hearts — it’s the same.” 

Last year when asked 
about their influences in an 
interview, Sonia and Howard 
pulled names from every¬ 
where — musicians, authors, 
films. Sonia’s “all-time hero” 
is Phil Ochs, and the Indigo 
Girls run high on the list that 
included Bruce Springsteen, 
Bob Dylan, Peter Gabriel, 
Joni Mitchell, Louis Arm¬ 
strong, Ella Fitzgerald — all 
people who, Sonia says, 
“Speak into your heartbeat. 
Sometimes it’s the words, and 
sometimes it’s the beat.” 

Today, you can hear Dylan 
in Sonia’s harmonica, 
Mitchell meandering in the 
ballads, and Springsteen rock¬ 
ing on his guitar. The influ¬ 
ences are many, but with dis¬ 
appear fear, more influences 
just mean more places to take 
the music. ▼

Lesbian Following 

Sonia has a strong lesbian 
following. When disappear 
fear played the American Mu¬ 
sic Hall last summer while 
touring with the Indigo Girls, 
some San Francisco women 
passed on an ACT UP/Golden 
Gate T-shirt as a gift to Sonia, 
and she wore it for the sec¬ 
ond act. 


The crowd at the Paradise 
seemed a mix of club 
crawlers who just wanted to 
see who was in town and 
adoring fans who had arrived 
at the show in their very own 
disappear fear “Love Out 
Loud” T-shirts. Newcomers 
took to the band with toe-tap¬ 
ping and rocking, and some¬ 
one finally shouted out, “Hey, 
who are you?” in a tone that 
made clear they thought this 
was a band whose name was 
worth knowing and remem¬ 
bering. 

And it’s easy to remember 
the name of disappear fear 
once you know it because the 
group lives up to its monick¬ 
er, successfully crossing bor¬ 
ders built by fear. They play 
all types of clubs for all types 
of people, and that’s the way 
they want it. Their work is 
about personal struggle and 
political struggle, and they 
are not afraid to fight the 
fights that need fighting. 
When a mainstream club ter¬ 
minated their contract be¬ 
cause they drew a heavily 
lesbian crowd, disappear fear

D espite the theory 
that less is more, 
disappear fear 
proves, in practice, 
that more can also be more. 
When Baltimore-based disap¬ 
pear fear released Deep Soul 
Diver in 1989, the band con¬ 
sisted of a pair of talented sis¬ 
ters, Sonia and Cindy Frank. 
Sonia wrote the songs, played 
the guitar, and the two har¬ 
monized in ways that remind¬ 
ed everyone that sisterhood 
is, indeed, powerful. Then, 
about a year ago, Howard 
Markman added his guitar 
and love of music to strength¬ 
en the folk/rock sound that 
was uniquely disappear fear. 

When disappear fear filled 
the Blue Room stage at the 
Paradise Lounge on June 28, 
in addition to Sonia, Cindy, 
and Howard, the band also in¬ 
cluded Brian Simms on key¬ 
board, Marc Lawrence on 
drums, Mike Alexander on 
bass — and all of them on tar¬ 
get. The sound is bigger and 
better than ever, adding a 
brasher edge to Sonia’s biting 
lyrics while keeping the ten¬ 
derness in the ballads. 

The only possible draw¬ 
back to the new mix is that 
the vocals might have trouble 
standing up to the instru¬ 
ments. There seemed to be 
some feedback at the Par¬ 
adise. The lyrics were clearest 
on the ballads — and Sonia’s 
poetry is much too precise to 


let even a word wane in the 
wake of a guitar riff or drum 
roll. 

Nevertheless, Simms’ key¬ 
board play puts “Sexual 
Telepathy” on a whole new 
wavelength. And Markman’s 
guitar play is as much fun to 
watch as it is to hear. 

The band’s instrumental 
expansion has coincided with 
an expansion in musical 
range. While ballads and rock 
used to be staple disappear 
fear, the musical menu now 
includes calypso, country, reg¬ 
gae, and blues. Both Sonia 
and Cindy are singing with 
the kind of confidence that al¬ 
lows them to hold notes and 
their pauses longer and 
stronger. 

On stage, the two sisters

seem to have cut down on be- 
tween-song chatter — some¬ 
thing they always did well — 
but that just makes the anec¬ 
dotes that are shared all the 


more worth savoring. When 
Sonia dropped to the floor in 
embarrassment when she be¬ 
gan “Sixteen Roses” in the 
wrong key, Cindy covered for 
her by explaining how the 
song had been written when 
Sonia returned home to an

S an Francisco has been 
buzzing these past 
weeks, not only with 
the festivities of Gay 
Pride, but with the horrifying 
murder of a young woman by 
her boyfriend. And while 
women are slain regularly by 
men, few get this kind of me¬ 
dia hype. What makes this 
case different is that the cou¬ 
ple happened to be body¬ 
builders and trainers at 
World Gym, and the male 
half is alleged to have been 
on steroids. 

While I abhor steroid use 
and welcome the chance to 
warn people about the poten¬ 
tial danger of steroids, I have

problems with the way the 
press sensationalized this inci¬ 
dent. Newspaper accounts 
emphasized steroids instead 
of highlighting the larger 
problem of violence against 
women. 

Role Playing 

It has been said that the 
“gentleman” in question was a 
womanizer who abused his 
girlfriend more than once 
over the four years that 
they’d been seeing each other. 
Watching these two people to¬ 
gether at the gym, I had a 
first-hand opportunity to see 
the potential for abuse. This 
couple believed their roles; 
they took them seriously. 
Gordon was a big guy with 
lots of muscle and Kristie pre¬ 
sented herself as the societal 
prototype of “femininity.” 

By this I mean that, even 
though she packed a lot of 
muscle, she acted out the role 
of the “weaker sex,” deferring 
to the male, speaking sweetly, 
looking pretty. There’s noth¬ 
ing wrong with looking pretty 
— and I doubt Kristie was a 
wimp — but there seems to be 
an unfortunate unspoken 
agreement among many cou¬ 
ples (gay or straight) where 
one individual is assigned the 
power within the relationship 
and the other defers. 

This might be fun to act 
out as a game once in a while, 
but believing in this power 
imbalance is potentially dan¬ 
gerous for both parties. In 
truth, no person — male or fe¬ 
male — will always behave 
deferentially to their partner. 
When a relationship becomes 
vested in the power dynamic 
I have described, and one 
partner breaks the pattern (as 
Kristie was apparently trying 
to do by leaving the relation¬ 
ship), violence often results. 
It’s horrifying that such role- 
playing continues to this day, 
often becoming deadly for 
women, young and old. 

I have an uncomfortable 
feeling that, because the 


steroid component of this 
case has been overempha¬ 
sized, the alleged murderer 
may get away with a slap on 
the hand — the whole 
“Twinkie” phenomenon all 
over again. Yes, steroids can 
cause a person to become 
overly aggressive, perhaps 
even lose control. A lot of 
drugs do that. However, mur¬ 
der is murder. 

An incident like this could 
scare people away from 
steroids for fear of losing con¬ 
trol and the subsequent conse¬ 
quences. However, if the al¬ 
leged murderer is set free or 
given a reduced sentence, the 
message for men is, “Don’t 
sweat it. You won’t be held 
accountable for your actions 
anyway.” I think it’s our re¬ 
sponsibility to be aware of all 
the issues in cases of violence 
against women. 


Steroid Consequences 

According to the American 
Council on Exercise the fol¬ 
lowing are potential conse¬ 
quences of anabolic steroid 
use: increased blood pressure, 
liver enzyme leakage, liver 
cancer, testicle atrophy, steril¬ 
ity, breast shrinkage, uterus 
shrinkage, and uncontrolled 
mood swings from depression 
to aggression. In addition, 
changes in facial features and 
voice may occur, and as far as 
I know, these changes are not 
reversible. 

It is this writer’s biased 
opinion that exercise should 
be pursued primarily for rea¬ 
sons of health (of body, mind, 
and spirit). If a good-looking 
body is one of the benefits, 
fine. Increases in size, 
strength, or endurance will 
come about with proper train¬ 
ing, rest, and nutrition with¬ 
out steroids. It just takes 
longer. They say patience is a 
virtue; but in this case it is 
the only healthy and sane 
choice — safer for you and for 
those around you. Wouldn’t it 


be great if violence against 
women, against anybody, was 
just some horrible thing we 
read about in history books? 
Keeping your body free of 
mind-altering drugs (and they 
all are) is a good first step to¬ 
ward that goal. ▼

L ast week I hyped what 
was supposed to be 
the big Drummer 
weekend in Portland, 
Oregon, with all sorts of hap¬ 
penings in conjunction with 
choosing Mr. Oregon Drum¬ 
mer and Oregon Drummer 
Boy, who would then com¬ 
pete in the Mr. Northwest 
Drummer Contest in Calgary, 
Canada, on Saturday, July 17.

Now, we are about to elect 
the 11th San Francisco 
Leather Daddy on Friday, 
July 30, at the SF-Eagle, and 
as of my deadline, there are 
only two contestants! 

In 1991 and 1992, there 
were only two contestants for 
each of the Ms. Leather of 
San Francisco contests. Yet 
on any given weekend night, 
you can spot dozens of gen¬ 
uine leather/SM women at 
the Eagle who could do a 
good job with a title like that.

(Continued from previous page) 
notice that there is no longer 
a Mr. South of Market contest 
in San Francisco. I only had 
one inquiry in the past two 
years about this situation. 
Lack of interest is what it 
amounted to. And to make 
matters worse, the people 
who won it did just that — 
won it, period. Don’t these 
people realize that by enter¬ 
ing a contest and winning a ti¬ 
tle, they are expected to 
work? Demonstrate leader¬ 
ship? Raise consciousness? 
Make an effort? 

Because most of the 
leather titles that exist have 
been created to raise money 
for worthy charities, the pub¬ 
lic support is in place. You 
can’t fault the leather men

can’t laugh at yourself, you 
have no business being a 
leather title holder. No one is 
perfect, and not everyone 
likes everyone. It’s a reality to 
consider when contemplating 
running for a title. Haven’t 
any of you read Guy Bald¬ 
win’s book on leather title- 
dom? Even if you aren’t run¬ 
ning for a title, you should 
read it so you’ll know what 
this business is all about. The 
book is available now at A 
Different Light on Castro! 

To that end, I would will¬ 
ingly put up any male or fe¬ 
male title holder in San Fran¬ 
cisco against anyone, any¬ 
where, when it comes to ded¬ 
ication, community pride and 
most of all — the pride of be¬ 
ing a leather man or a leather 
woman. And these days it’s 
necessary, make that manda¬ 
tory, to participate — either by 
taking on the responsibility of 
a title or supporting the title 
holder’s events and efforts.

Superb Stoner 

OtherWorld 

by Sarah Dreher; New Victoria, $10.95 

Some years ago, a friend of mine was in the Silver Moon 
bookstore in London when two dykes came into the store and 
looked expectantly at the clerk behind the counter. The clerk 
smiled and nodded, and the two took off for the lesbian fiction 
section, shouting with glad cries, “The new Stoner is here!” Mo¬ 
ments later, having purchased two copies (so that neither had to 
wait to begin reading), the two left the store, grinning as they 
walked and read. 

As a longtime fan of Sarah Dreher’s wonderfully witty hero, 
Stoner McTavish, I confess that I have run through a lesbian 
bookstore or two myself, calling out the joyous news. It is, there¬ 
fore, with feelings of unmixed delight that I announce that the 
new Stoner is here and it is Dreher’s best yet. 

Stoner, Gwen, Marylou, Aunt Hermione, and Dr. Edith 
Kesselbaum are in Disney World, but inexplicable events disrupt 
their vacation as soon as they arrive. The phone rings and a mys¬ 
terious caller pleads for help then hangs up. “ ‘What is it?’ Gwen 
asked. ‘Someone calling for help.’ ‘We’re not even unpacked,’ 
Gwen said. She sighed. ‘Your reputation has finally preceded 
you.’ 

When Marylou disappears after a fight over the choice of a 
restaurant, the plot takes a series of twists, turns, and thickenings 
that in the hands of a less capable writer would be at best a dis¬ 
aster and, at worst, a bore. Not to worry — Dreher’s skills as a 
novelist, as a creator of believable characters, as a writer of su¬ 
perb dialogue, enable her to take serious risks with plot and 
emerge triumphant. The new Stoner is here! Hooray!

people today and that means 
music that is rock, or disco, or 
pop. Also, I’ve always been 
interested in transferring eth¬ 
nic forms of dance into the 
classical idiom. Billboards, I 
believe, will serve as a new 
introduction to what is possi¬ 
ble in ballet, especially when 
performed by a company that 
reflects this nation’s peculiar 
beat, style, and rhythms.” 

Second Opinion 

Initially, Arpino’s analysis 
makes sense. But later in the 
day when I talk with Joffrey 
dancer Philip Gardner (who, 
by the way, gets one of the 
juiciest, most demanding 
parts in Pucci’s “Willing and 
Able” section for Billboards), 
he offers a slightly different 
perspective. 

“I’m really enjoying the 
Prince thing because it’s such 
an energy blast. It’s also 
something new, something 
contemporary. There are 
some people, though, some of 
the dancers, who think there’s 
not enough ‘meat’ in Bill¬ 
boards. And I know what 
they mean; the dancing isn’t 
as demanding as a more pure¬ 
ly classical ballet”. 

Later, Gardner adds, “I 
think Billboards is a turn on 
for audiences because it’s the 
ultimate placebo. You know, 
the safest sex is vicarious. In 
the ballet, we sort of show ev¬ 
erybody what they can’t have. 
It’s also an attempt to deal 
with changing relations, espe¬ 
cially in the Pucci section 
where boys dance with boys, 
and girls with girls, and boys 
with girls.” 

This may be a more hon¬ 
est assessment of what’s hap¬ 
pening in Billboards —and 
why tickets are selling like 
hotcakes. Comparing the re¬ 
marks of Arpino to those of 
Gardner raises the question of 
whether denial, or the lack of 
a more rigorous candor, lies 
at the heart of the Joffrey’s 
troubles, both administrative 
and artistic? Specifically, has 
the pall of AIDS and its toll 
on the dance world in general 

— and the Joffrey in particular 

— ever received the recogni¬ 
tion it is due? Has the compa¬ 
ny’s reluctance to deal openly 
with its human loss resulted 
in an artistic paralysis, trap¬ 
ping the Joffrey somewhere 
between pop titillation and 
historical revival? 

These thoughts are 
prompted both by the 
dancer’s statement and by a 
certain ambiguity that per¬ 
sists surrounding the cause of 
Robert Joffrey’s death. Such 
speculation is also supported 
by the company’s general dis¬ 
comfort (and the absence of 
any recognition in print) 
when discussing the deaths of 
Joffrey dancers Edward Stier- 
le and Glen White from 
AIDS. 

Angels Speak 

There’s also an odd, unset¬ 
tling aspect to Arpino’s ballet 
called Round of Angels (set 
to Mahler’s Symphony No. 5 
and first seen in 1983). The 
piece is very beautiful and 
elegiac in tone and, according 
to reliable sources, was made 
in response to the death of 
one of Arpino’s close friends. 
But the central pas de deux 
is for a man and a woman. 
This pairing, especially given 
the ballet’s other imagery, 
seems to deny some funda¬ 
mental — and homoerotic — 
meaning that suffuses the 
work. 


Gardner echoes these 
doubts when asked about the 
impact of AIDS on the com¬ 
pany and on his work as a 
dancer. 

“We’ve responded like any 
family, I suppose. There are 
sad times and times of denial. 
But it [AIDS] has brought us 
together. And it has made 
dancing Mr. Arpino’s Round 
of Angels seem very special.”

Gardner pauses, searching, 
it seems, for a deeper, more 
personal reflection. “The more 
I think about the nightmare of 
AIDS,” he explains, “the more 
I’m convinced we all have to 
take some kind of responsibil¬ 
ity. There’s simply been too 
much denial. Yes, it’s human 
that you don’t want to dwell 
on loss — you want to live. 
Still, there’s been a big void.” 

The need for greater re¬ 
sponsibility is repeated in my 
talk with Arpino. When asked 
for his thoughts on the person¬ 
al impact of AIDS, he hesi¬ 
tates at first and then pours 
out a torrent of words with 
heartfelt emotion. I sense both 
his relief (we had finished dis¬ 
cussing both Billboards and 
the company’s fiscal problems) 
and a new confidence in re¬ 
vealing the religious or spiritu¬ 
al core of his work as an artist. 


“First,” Arpino explains, “I 
think of AIDS on a very hu¬ 
man level, a very personal lev¬ 
el. It has been tremendously 
disabling for the arts, especial¬ 
ly for dance. But I hope, I be¬ 
lieve, that out of every plague 
there comes a new beginning. 
We are at the end of a time 
and at the start of a new peri¬ 
od. There is going to be a new 
awakening, even a golden age 
for dance, and for society, I be¬ 
lieve. We are beginning to rec¬ 
ognize man’s divine self. We 
must relate to the plague as an 
awakening to spiritual value.” 

This statement, unlike the 
Billboards apologia, rings 
true. But how does it influence 
the day-to-day operations of 
the company? How does it 
translate into art? 


Again, Arpino responds 
with a surprisingly bold an¬ 
swer. “My present ideal is to 
continue to have the company 
serve as a new voice for what 
is possible in dance. I see my¬ 
self in a tradition that includes 
Robert Joffrey, Joseph Papp 
(the late founder of the New 
York Shakespeare Festival), 
Harvey Lichtenstein (the direc¬ 
tor of the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music) and Tony Kushner 
(the Pulitzer prize-winning au¬ 
thor of Angels in America). 
I’m ready to work in the stu¬ 
dio again and I want to do an¬ 
other ballet to music by 
Mahler and another theatre 
piece in 1995 that, I hope, will 
be something rather shock¬ 
ing.” 


It’s doubtful whether the 
Joffrey’s new box-office smash 
Billboards will shock anybody 
in a big, profound, or artistic 
kind of way. But it should, for 
the short-term, provide an 
evening’s worth of viable en¬ 
tertainment while keeping the 
studio doors open and the bill 
collectors paid. Gerald 
Arpino’s lofty vision for the fu¬ 
ture is intriguing and may be 
exactly what the Joffrey needs 
— both to stay alive and to 
once again soar. 

Dancer Gardner sums the 
situation up with remarkable, 
almost heroic clarity: “There is 
so much that artists in the the¬ 
atre world have to offer. I 
think the Joffrey’s future de¬ 
pends on our tapping into that 
source. We can’t just do muse¬ 
um pieces or be cheerful and 
athletic. Those are the old Jof¬ 
frey trademarks. Now, the 
times are rough and we need 
to find a deeper niche.” ▼

you’re dealing with those 
complexities and all of its 
honesties, but a lot of it is not 
flattering. I think writers who 
are really worth their salt are 
those who are trying to extract 
the truth. 

“Serious fiction is indica¬ 
tive of honesty and truthful¬ 
ness coming from the author 
and into the author’s work,” 


Corbin explains. “If you’re 
honest about who you are 
and the role you play in soci¬ 
ety — whatever that is, wher¬ 
ever that may be — that auto¬ 
matically spills over into your 
work. And people who don’t 
write their own experience 
are denying something. 
You’re in trouble if you’re de¬ 
liberately writing to some 


mainstream audience and 
you’re not telling your own 
shit to some degree.” ▼

have made more gains in the 
world of letters, but we still 
need our own publishers and 
we need our own distribution 
companies because we’re in 
the hands of those who still 
consider us ‘other.’ Some¬ 
times our writing doesn’t 
reach the light of day because 
even if an editor is reading an 
interesting account of an 
event or sensibility outside 
their own, they don’t feel 
enough conviction to sort of 
go to bat for it. It’s no mis¬ 
take my first novel was real¬ 
ized by a black editor. It’s no 
surprise that the publisher of 
my second novel is a gay pub¬ 
lisher. My blackness and my 
gayness comprise my other¬ 
ness.” 

Corbin is not the first 
black gay writer to hit the 
glass ceiling in the publishing 
industry. Melvin Dixon, the 
acclaimed poet and novelist 
who died last year, sent his 
novel Vanishing Rooms to 
several publishers before re¬ 
ceiving an offer. “I thought it 
was brilliant, and I thought it 
would have sold very quickly. 
But it didn’t. And I was 
shocked [to learn] that.” 
Corbin believes the topics 
that he — like Dixon and oth¬ 
er black gay writers — ex¬ 
plores are unsettling to edi¬ 
tors. “I remember when Frag¬ 
ments was making the 
rounds, I strongly felt that the 
white men who were reading 
the book and considering it 
for publication saw them¬ 
selves.” 

Fragments That Remain 
is a portrait of an interracial 
relationship between two ex¬ 
ceptionally beautiful, well-ed¬ 
ucated, extremely successful 
and affluent movie actors, 
who each struggles with his 
diverse past. During his tour 
of the United Kingdom last 
year, Corbin says many of the 
people who came up to talk 
to him after his readings 
thanked him for writing a 
book that reflects “not just the 
black perspective, but the 
white perspective as well. 
They told me they learned a 
lot about their partners.” 

Fathers and Sons 

But this is also a book 
about the relationships of gay

sons and their fathers, which 
he believes is a universal 
theme. The fathers in this 
book are weak, angry men, 
forced by society into lives 
they despise. “The character 
Howard is not my father,” 
Corbin says, although it’s a 
question that readers often 
ask. “There are some similar¬ 
ities in the character, certain¬ 
ly, but this guy’s a monster — 
my father was not a monster.” 

Still, his relationship with 
his father reflects those of 
many gay men. “My father is 
still alive and we have a rela¬ 
tionship that has been one of 
evolution. He was the classic 
father, as we know men to 
be: distant, emotionally shut 
off, especially with their male 
children. My father was doing 
what a lot of the fathers of 
queer men do, reject and iso¬ 
late what he sort of implicitly 
knew. And maybe there was 
some sort of denial about 
what he had to confront. I 
think my father saw the 
queerness in me when I was a 
kid.” 

Corbin has been criticized 
for his portraits of gay men, 
which are multidimensional, 
showing the bad side as well 
as the good of the character. 
The criticism, he says, makes 
him stronger as a writer. “It’s 
a double-edged sword for me, 
but when we think we’re at a 
place where we can’t criticize 
each other, then we’re really 
in trouble. Fiction, first and 
foremost, teaches us about 
the human condition. And the 
human condition can be prob¬ 
lematic. In order to heal our¬ 
selves and make ourselves 
more whole, we need to write 
about this. A more layered, 
more complex, more engag¬ 
ing portrait results when
